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HE Wrekin in the county of Sa- 

lop is to all true Salopians 

throughout the world much what 

Boston court house is—on the 

authority of ‘'the Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table’’—to all true natives of 
Massachusetts. The first sight of the 
big hill which stands sentinel in the 
middle of the plain of Shropshire is to 
returning Shropshire men as the wel- 
come of an old familiar friend in whom 
at least years have wrought no change. 
Standing alone, apart from any range 
of hills, it is of course visible from 
every point of the compass; and even 
those living in sequestered valleys in 
the watershed of the Severn need only 
walk a few hundred yards more or less 
to get a view of it. hus to all inthe 
district it is a familiar object from child- 
hood; and it is this constant familiarity 
with itin all its varying moods which 
gives the bill its strong hold on the 


‘in si 


affections and imaginations of Shrop- 
shire folk. To have been born ‘'with- 
ht of the Wrekin”’ is a bond of fel- 
lowship all the world over. He is but a 
poor oe whose pulse does not 
quicken when he stands up to drink the 
old toast, ‘'Toall friends round the Wre- 
kin,’? or who when he hears, perhaps in 
some remote quarter of the globe, of re- 
joicings in the 'tOld Country” does not 
picture to himself the great beacon fire 
the lighting of which gives the signal 
ora 
long ago in warning at the time of the 
Spanish Armada. 

Of the Wrekin itself, as seen from the 
direction of Shrewsbury, the accom- 
panying photograph gives a very accu- 
rate idea. It has no claim to be consid- 
ered a mountain; but itis claimed for it 
that it is the highest hill in the British 
Islands in proportion to the ground it 
covers. The view from the summit is

very extensive, taking in the plain of 
Shropshire, with the Severn winding 
through it, and parts of many adjacent 
counties. One great charm of it is that 
—unlike most extensive views—it con- 
tains very few eye-sores; indeed Coal- 
brook Dale with its chimneys is the 
only real ‘‘blot’’ I can call to mind, and 
it is not a very aggressive one. In other 
directions there is scarcely an unsight- 
ly object to be seen; for—whether for 
better or worse, readers must decide for 
themselves—Shropshire ossesses no 
big ''rising”’ towns with their attendant 
smoke and other disfigurements. Its 
capital, Shrewsbury, though one of the 
most noted towns of English history 
and boasting several fine churches, a 
famous school and other interesting 
buildings, only numbers a Se 
of about thirty thousand; and even that 
is about treble the population of any of 
the smaller towns. Very quaint, sleepy, 
little places these minor towns, with 
their big churches and old inns, are on 
ordinary days. But on market days 
they are brisk and crowded with coun- 
try folk and their corn markets rank 
in importance above those of many 
places of a dozen times their ag er 
tion. One peculiarity of these little 
towns is that they seem to have been 
planted as near to the county bounda- 
ries as possible; whether this arose from 
the inhabitants in old days taking ref- 
uge in Shropshire from outside danger 
or wishing to be handy for escape in 
case of danger threatening from inside, 
I shall not pretend to say, but the fact 
is certain that if the county boundary 
were moved three or four miles inward 
three-fourths of the Shropshire towns 
would be outside it. But there are any 
number of interesting objects within 
nearer view of the Wrekin in the way of 
old abbeys and castles and ancient Brit- 
ish and Roman encampments, not to 
mention the sites of two or three famous 
battlefields. 

Despite the smallness of its towns, 
Shropshire has always taken rank as 
one of the most important of English 
counties; for if it has not much popula- 
tion of its own, it has contributed liber- 
ally toward feeding the population of 
its neighbors. It is essentially a wheat- 

rowing county, and prior to the intro- 
fnetion of the roller system it was as 
essentially a milling one. It contained 
any number of little mills—wind and 
water, but chiefly the latter—the flour 
being sent principally to the Lancashire 
towns. Thetrade was largely conducted 
on the vicious old consignment system 
under which the Lancashire factors ad- 
vanced half or two-thirds of the sup- 
posed value, disposing of the flour as 
they thought fit. It was a system by 
which the miller 'tstood to be shot at’? 
both ways and under which a good deal 





of vampire work went on when he hap- 
pened to fall into unscrupulous hands. 

One great source of the popularity of 
Shropshire flour was its uniformity of 
character. It might vary much in qual- 
ity according to the mills at which it 
was made; but in its nature it was all 
alike. This was owing to Shropshire, 
unlike most English counties, growing 
almost exclusively one particular kind 
of wheat, ‘twhite Talavera;’”’ a long- 
berried, thin-skinned, white wheat 
raised originally as (the name implies) 
from -Spanish seed. I think I am not 
very far wrong in surmising that this 
Shropshire wheat was inits turn the 
progenitor of the ‘twhite Australian;”’ 
for the latter is much what might be ex- 
pected to spring from it with the differ- 
ent soil and climatic conditions. Be 
this as it may, the Talavera was satis- 
factory alike to farmer and miller, and, 
with good color, possessed a little 
more strength than most English- 
grown wheats. It must be confessed 
that the baking qualities of Shropshire 
flour were to some extent enhanced by 
the admixture of a certain amount of 
what was known locally as ''stuff,’’ but 
called by hard-hearted authorities when 
they discovered it—not very often, for 
as arule they were conveniently blind 
—by the name ‘‘alum.”’ Probably the 
Salopian millers were no worse than 
those of other counties in that respect, 
for the practice of ''sophisticating” was 
very general in districts where English 
wheat was milled by itself. Most of the 
mills had farms attached to them; and 
the millers were no exception to the rule 
which applies to most Shropshire men 
of knowing well howto manage a horse, 
a gun and a fishing rod. 

The roller system has affected Shrop- 
shire much as it has other counties. 
Probably nearly as much flour is turned 
out in the aggregate as of yore; but it 
is done by fewer mills and is milled 
from a mixture of native and imported 
wheat. 

Let us now imagine ourselves to be 
standing near the summit of the Wrek- 
in, on the side shown in the photo- 
graph, to take a look at the view before 
us. Apparently close under our feet, 
but really some four miles away, is 
Wroxeter, a village standing amid the 
ruins of the old Roman city of Uriconi- 
um, probably the finest city built by the 
Romans in Britain. Excavations have 
shown it to have been as large as Pom- 
eee and to have contained many fine 

uildings. That a walled city of such 
size could have been utterly destroyed 
by a comparatively small force of Danes 
seems almost incredible, but there is 
little or no doubt as to its having been 
so destroyed. The destruction must 
have been very complete to cause entire 
desertion; but doubtless its ruins re-

The first sight of the 
big hill which stands sentinel in the 
middle of the plain of Shropshire is to 
returning Shropshire men as the wel- 
come of an old familiar friend in whom 
at least years have wrought no change. 
Standing alone, apart from any range 
of hills, it is of course visible from 
every = of the compass; and even 
those living in sequestered valleys in 
the watershed of the Severn need only 
walk a few hundred yards more or less 
to get a view of it. Thus to all in the 
listrict it is a familiar object from child- 
hood; and it is this constant familiarity 
with itin all its varying moods which

affections and imaginations of Shrop- 
shire folk. To have been born ‘'with- 
ht of the Wrekin” is a bond of fel- 
lowship all the world over. He is buta 
poor Salopian whose pulse does not 
quicken when he stands up to drink the 
old toast, ‘*Toall friends round the Wre- 
kin,” or who when he hears, perhaps in 
some remote quarter of the globe, of re-

Of the Wrekin itself, as seen from the 
direction vf Shrewsbury, the accom- 
panying photograph gives a very accu- 
rate idea. It has no claim to be consid- 
ered a mountain; but itis claimed for it 
that it is the highest hill in the British 
Islands in proportion to the ground it 
covers. The view from the summit is

very extensive, taking in the plain of 
Shropshire, with the Severn winding 
through it, and parts of many adjacent 
counties. One great charm of it is that 
—unlike most extensive views—it con- 
tains very few eye-sores; indeed Coal- 
brook Dale with its chimneys is the 
only real 'tblot” I can call to mind, and 
it is not a very aggressive one. In other 
directions there is scarcely an unsight- 
ly object to be seen; for—whether for 
better or worse, readers must decide for 
themselves—Shropshire possesses no 
big ‘trising’”’ towns with their attendant 
smoke and other disfigurements. Its 
capital, Shrewsbury, though one of the 
most noted towns of English history 
and boasting several fine churches, a 
famous school and other interesting 
buildings, only numbers a Fe aenae ne 
of about thirty thousand; and even that 
is about treble the population of any of 
the smaller towns. Very quaint, sleepy, 
little places these minor towns, with 
their big churches and old inns, are on 
ordinary days. But on market days 
they are brisk and crowded with coun- 
try folk and their corn markets rank 
in importance above those of many 
places of a dozen times their te co 
tion, One peculiarity of these little 
towns is that they seem to have been 
planted as near to the county bounda- 
ries as possible; whether this arose from 
the inhabitants in old days taking ref- 
uge in Shropshire from outside danger 
or wishing to be handy for escape in 
case of danger threatening from inside, 
I shall not pretend to say, but the fact 
is certain that if the county boundary 
were moved three or four miles inward 
three-fourths of the Shropshire towns 
would be outside it. But there are any 
number of interesting objects within 
nearer view of the Wrekin in the way of 
old abbeys and castles and ancient Brit- 
ish and Roman encampments, not to 
mention the sites of two or three famous 
battlefields. 

Despite the smallness of its towns, 
Shropshire has always taken rank as 
one of the most important of English 
counties; for if it has not much popula- 
tion of its own, it has contributed liber- 
ally toward feeding the population of 
its neighbors. It is essentially a wheat- 
growing county, and prior to the intro- 
duction of the roller system it was as 
essentially a milling one. It contained 
any number of little mills—wind and 
water, but chiefly the latter—the flour 
being sent principally to the Lancashire 
towns. The trade was largely conducted 
on the vicious old consignment system 
under which the Lancashire factors ad- 
vanced half or two-thirds of the sup- 
posed value, disposing of the flour as 
they thought fit. It was a system by 
which the miller ‘stood to be shot at” 
both ways and under which a good deal 








of vampire work went on when he hap- 
pened to fall into unscrupulous hands. 

One great source of the popularity of 
Shropshire flour was its uniformity of 
character. It might vary much in qual- 
ity according to the mills at which it 
was made; but in its nature it was all 
alike, This was owing to Shropshire, 
unlike most English counties, growing 
almost exclusively one particular kind 
of wheat, ‘'white Talavera;’”’ a long- 
berried, thin-skinned, white wheat 
raised originally as (the name implies) 
from Spanish seed. I think I am not 
very far wrong in surmising that this 
Shropshire wheat was inits turn the 

rogenitor of the 'twhite Australian;”’ 
or the latter is much what might be ex- 
pected to spring from it with the differ- 
ent soil and climatic conditions. Be 
this as it may, the Talavera was satis- 
factory alike to farmer and miller, and, 
with good color, possessed a little 
more strength than most English- 
grown wheats. It must be confessed 
that the baking qualities of Shropshire 
flour were to some extent enhanced by 
the admixture of a certain amount of 
what was known locally as ‘'stuff,”’ but 
called by hard-hearted authorities when 
they discovered it—not very often, for 
as arule they were conveniently blind 
—by the name ‘'alum.’”’ Probably the 
Salopian millers were no worse than 
those of other counties in that respect, 
for the practice of 'tsophisticating”’ was 
very general in districts where English 
wheat was milled by itself. Most of the 
mills had farms attached to them; and 
the millers were no exception to the rule 
which applies to most Shropshire men 
of knowing well howto manage a horse, 
a gun and a fishing rod. 

The roller system has affected Shrop- 
shire much as it has other counties. 
Probably nearly as much flour is turned 
out in the aggregate as of yore; but it 
is done by fewer mills and is milled 
from a mixture of native and imported 
wheat. 

Let us now imagine ourselves to be 
standing near the summit of the Wrek- 
in, on the side shown in the photo- 
graph, to take a look at the view before 
us. Apparently close under our feet, 
but really some four miles away, is 
Wroxeter, a village standing amid the 
ruins of the old Roman city of Uriconi- 
um, probably the finest city built ~ the 
Romans in Britain. Excavations have 
shown it to have been as large as Pom- 

eii and to have contained many fine 

uildings. That a walled city of such 
size could have been utterly destroyed 
by a comparatively small force of Danes 
seems almost incredible, but there is 
little or no doubt as to its having been 
so destroyed. The destruction must 
have been very complete to cause entire 
desertion; but doubtless its ruins re- 
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mained standing for long, 
and in the earlier centuries 
of the Christian Era must 
have presented a striking 
icture from the Wrekin. 

robably a good deal of the 
material found its way in- 
to the walls, castle and 
churches of Shrewsbury and 
a good deal more into the 
big abbeys and riories 
which were erected later in 
the district. Little can now 
be seen from the Wrekin, 
for little was left above 
ground after the ‘tremov- 
ers,’’ cleftic and lay, had 
done their work; and it was 
not till the excavations were 
made in 1860 that any idea 
of the real magnitude of 
Uriconium was conceived. 

About a mile beyond 
Wroxeter in the same direc- 
tion may be seen the ivy- 
clad church of Atcham. It 
stands close by the river 
which at this particular 
point certainly deserves its 
title of the '‘Silver’’ Severn. 
The interior of the church 
is interesting as containing 
numerous bits of spoil from 
Uriconium. About four 
miles farther, still in the 
same direction, is the town 








of Shrewsbury, with the 
river winding about it in 
the form of a horse-shoe. 
The founders of the present 
capital were wiser in their generation 
than those of Uriconium; for before the 
invention of artillery the town must, in 
such a position, have been well nigh im- 
pregnable, the river being deep and run- 
ning with a swift current. Even after 
that time the strength of its position 
made it a favorite refuge for any retreat- 
ing army which could persuade the citi- 
zens to allow it to enter; and the old 
town, as already stated, figured largely 
in the wars‘ of the middle ages. Itisa 
bright-looking little place, full of inter- 
esting old buildings; the pick of which 
is perhaps St. Mary’s church, a beautiful 
old structure with a fine, paneled, oak 
ceiling; painted elaborately and carved 
with wreaths of flowers, and, by way of 
contrast, with grotesque figures. Its 
spire isthe loftier of the two seen in the 
photograph; the other being that of St. 
Alkmund’s, 

Among other notable features of the 
Shropshire capital] are the great schools 
—old and new; ‘tThe Mount,’’ where 
Charles Darwin was born; the glorious 
avenue of lime trees in the Quarry Walk; 
the steep street known as Wyle Cop, at 
the top of which ‘’ Blondie Jacke of 
Shrewsbury” (familiar to readers of ''In- 
goldsby’’) had his abode; the Castle and 
the old Market House. Nor must I omit 
to mention the famous ‘Shrewsbury 
Cake” shop, dear to the hearts of unnum- 
bered generations of schoolboys, and 
immortalized by ‘'Ingoldsby”’ himself. 


“She has given him a roll and a bun 
And a Shrewsbury cake 
Of Pailin’s own make, 
Which she happened to take, 
Ere her run she begun,” 


Altogether, the little town is a very 
pring place in which to spend an 
our ortwo. Its Saturday’s market, for 
wheat, has the reputation of being the 
most important in the west of England. 
Outside the town, a little 
to the right, is a fine old 
brown-stone church, the 
tower of which forms a 
contrast to the white spires 
of the town itself. Itis all 
that remains of the Abbey 
of Shrewsbury, the build- 
ings of which are said to 
have covered nine acres. 
Straight beyond this in the 
distance—some twenty odd 
miles away—we catch a 
glimpse of Oswestry; an- 
other leading wheat mar- 
ket. Itis close tothe bor- 
ders of Denbighshire and 
is more Welsh than Salo- 
pian. In old days it wasa 
noted milling center and is 
still so to a small extent. 
Further to the right, at 
about the same distance 
from the Wrekin, is the lit- 
tle townof Ellesmere, close 
to alakeof the same name. 
It is the terminus of the 
canal which connects 
Shropshire with the Mer- 
sey. It is an instance of 
the irony of fate that, while 
Ellesmere itself has re- 
mained practically station- 
ary and has only a popula- 
tion of about eighteen hun- 
dred, the little hamlet of 
Ellesmere Port, on the 
Mersey, which derived its 
name from it, should have 
become a busy industrial 
center. Further to the

right, on the Cheshire border, is Whit- 
church; further again, Market Drayton 
—the rival of Ormskirk in the manufac- 
ture of gingerbread—and on the extreme 
right, Newport; all are about the same 


Coming back to points nearer at hand: 
a mile or two outside Shrewsbury, on 
the road to Whitchurch, is the village of 
Battlefield, where one of the most fa- 
mous conflicts in. English history, that

distance from Shrewsbury. The two 
last named little towns are on the Staf- 
fordshire border, and so near to it as al- 
most to touch it; but unlike Oswestry 
they are Salopian to the back-bone. 


between Henry IV.and Hotspur, took 
place in 1403. Just beyond it on the 
same road is Hadnal Heath, crowned 
with a curious little tower, once a wind- 
mill, but so transmogrified by the owner

as to look like a turret which 
bad severed its connection 
with some ancient castle 
and started as a little castle 
on its own account. A little 
to the right of it as seen 
from the Wrekin are the 
ruins of Haughmond Ab- 
bey, a very noted _— in 
its palmy days. Success- 
ive abbots seem to have 
been able to ‘'get around” 
both kings and popes to a 
wonderful extent, with the 
result that they are said to 
have secured for themselves 
and their monks more priy- 
ileges and immunities than 
were possessed by any other 
abbey in the British l|s- 
lands. 

They seem to have been 
men of a decidedly business 
turn of mind and went in 
for milling on avery exten- 
sive scale. Not content with 
merely working their own 
abbey mill they appear to 
have acquired as many as 
they could lay their hands 
on; in fact, they may be 
said to have established a 
milling ‘ttrust’”? on a smal! 
scale. And they and some 
of the neighboring land- 
owners seem to have been 
quite as autocratic in their 
way as the Stanleys were in 
Manxland. Indeed, even 
more so; for whereas the 
Manx farmers, if I remember rightly, 
only incurred double toll if they took 
their grain to other than the mill whose 
right it was to grind it, some of the 
Shropshire ones ran the risk of forfeit 
ing the grain altogether. Thus when 
the monks of Haughmond acquired Be- 
net mill near Shrewsbury it was stipu- 
lated in the agreement that ‘'the manors 
of Shrawardine, Montford and Nesse 
shall grinde there or forfeit theyre 
graine.”” It may be wondered at that 
farmers would submit to have such 
terms imposed on them; but it must be 
borne in mind that the farmers, and in 
deed the millers themselves were in 
most cases mere serfs who could not 
call their bodies and souls their own. 
The freeman was quite the exception, as 
is shown by the special record of th: 
fact that the miller at ‘'Wistanestoq”’ 
(Wistanstow, in the south of the county 
was a freeman. 

To the right of Haughmond Abbey, 
and about half way between the Wrekin 
and Newport in a direct line, is Great 
Bolas; the scene of the earlier part of the 

athetic history of the ‘'Bride of Bur 
eigh.’”’ Here the pretty village maiden 
(alas! she rejoiced in the very unpoetic- 
al and unromantic name of Sally Hog- 
gins) was woo’d and wedded by the 
Lord of Burleigh in the disguise of a 
wandering artist, and kept in ignoranc 
of her new rank till she arrived at her 
future home. Ina fairy tale she would 
have ‘'lived happily ever afterwards.’ 
In reality the cares of high station 

roved too much for her and after a 

rief married life she pined away and 
died. Maidens of these days presuma- 
ry | are—and in the interests of the race 
it is well that they should be—of tougher 
fibre. 

In the same direction as Great Bolas, 
but much nearer the Wr?in, is the lit- 
tle town of Wellington, trom which the 
ascent of the hill is gener- 
ally made by visitors. 
Though only twelve miles 
from Shrewsbury, Welling- 
ton has acorn market of 
its own, and by no means 
an unimportant one, It was 
once a milling center in a 
small way, and still has a 
mill or two adjacent to it; 
but most of the wheat sold 
at Wellington finds its way 
elsewhere. Wombridge 
priory mill, about three 
Miles east of the town, was 
in the year 1608 let at a rent 
of £2 per annum; which, as 
many neighboring mills 
were let for less, shows what 
small rents prevailed in the 
districts even at that com- 
sepavely modern date. 

nt in a thinly populated 
district,.. and with poor 
means of communication, 
the ‘tvolume of trade’’ 
would necessarily be small. 
Neither Wombridge nor in- 
deed Wellington itself ‘is 
visible from the side of the 
Wrekin on which we have 
been ourpome to be standa- 
ing, but they bélong essen- 
tially to the portion of the 
county with which we have 
been dealing. From _ the 

oint at which they are vis- 
ble may be seen to good 
advantage the great Roman 
road known as Watling 
Street, skirting the Wrekin- 
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ApovT the only activity in the flour 
trade last week was that displayed by 
millers in the hurry to turn out flour 
and to ship it before the advance in 
freight rates became effective. The situa- 
tion, from nearly every point of view, 
is extremely dull, and varied only by 
the slight increase in the strength of 
millfeed, prices of which are higher this 
week than they were a week ago. For- 
eigners bought an occasional lot of flour, 
but as a rule their bids were out of line 
with views of millers generally. Crop 
reports from the winter wheat belt are 
encouraging, and the appearance of 
Hessian fly in parts of Kansas and the 
Ohio valley is the only discordant note. 


Our today’s cables indicate that dull- 
ness prevails in the Glasgow market; 
buyers are holding aloof and business 
passing is of small volume. In Liver- 
pool the market is quiet but steady, 
with little or no variation in prices. 
Nearly all grades can bé bought cheaper 
on spot than for shipment. ather bet- 
ter feeling prevails in the London mar- 
ket and there is a more active demand 
for flour; prices have a slightly upward 
tendency. The Amsterdam market is 
firm, with a quiet consumptive demand.

YESTERDAY the amendment to the Har- 
ter act commonly known as the 't London 
Dock bill’? was defeated in the House 
of Representatives by the magnificent 
majority of nine votes, 129 members be- 
ing in favor of it and 138 opposed.

DESERTED at the critical moment by 
those who had in the beginning pledged 
themselves to support the bill and who 
until the eleventh hour had urged its 
paneage, the representatives of the mill- 
ers, Messrs. Tawney and Fletcher, stood 
their ground gallantly and faced tremen- 
dous odds courageously in a vain en- 
deavor to secure the victory for which 
they had worked so long. Had they 
been forewarned of impending deser- 
tions from their cause, they might have 
been prepared, but not until the bill was 
up for final —- did they receive the 
slightest intimation that those who had 
assured them of support would fail 
them. They were prepared to meet the 
combined opposition of the steamship 
and railway interests, but they had no 
reason to expect that the very ones who 
had apparently been the most deter- 
mined supporters of the bill would, at 
the very opening of the fight, turn their 
supportto the enemy. In the face of 
this unexpected disaffection, they fought 
to a finish and ge A should be gratified 
by the splendid indorsement of their 
course shown in the final vote. Un- 
doubtedly and ye all question, had 
they been given the help they had every 
reason to — they would have car- 
ried the bill by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 


Tue 'tLondon Dock bill” was simply 
an act to give to the British buyer of 


American ds the protection of his 
own laws when the goods he purchases 
reach his country. Out of this protec- 
tion he has been and is contracted by 
the London clause inserted in bills of 
lading which is forced upon the Ameri- 
can shipper by the carriers. This is 
absolute all and everything the 
bill stood for—just simple, oe jus- 
tice. It had passed the United States 
Senate by a decided vote. It would 
have passed the House of Representa- 
tives before the adjournment had its 
enemies not been abie to prevent its be- 
ing brought up. It had first position 
on the roil of bills to be considered at 
the present session, and it therefore 
came up for final passage yesterday. 
It was defeated, and the newly formed 
steamship combination there y shows 
to the British customer who wants to 
buy American goods just the sort of jus- 
tice he may expect from these alleged 
friends of his who are so anxious to con- 
vince him of their genuine gvod will. 
If he has laws in his own land which 
are framed to protect him from certain 
charges and these laws can be over- 
come by on the shipper into sign- 
ing a contract which does him out of his 
rights, the defeat of the ‘'London Dock 
bill” by the combined steamship in- 
terest means that such a policy will be 
consistently pursued. It is a very noble 
victory, indeed, and speaks well for the 
kind of merchant marine the Ameri- 
cans propose to furnish for the handling 
of the export trade. 


THOSE who are familiar with the his- 
tory of the 't London Dock bill” will re- 
call the fact that when the bill to amend 
the Harter act was brought forward in 
1901, an organization known as the Na- 
tional Lumber Exporters’ Association, 
representing southern lumber interests, 
was very prominent indeed in support 
of it. The bill was altered considerably 
to suit the requirements of this inter- 
est. Its representatives appeared at the 
hearings before committees of the House 
and Senate and did all they could to aid 
the bill. The millers were giad to re- 
ceive this support and worked. in good 
faith not only for their own interests 
but for the interests of the southern 
lumbermen. In March, 1902, after 
the bill had been favorably report- 
ed by both House and Senate commit- 
tees, a proposal for a compromise 
came to the millers from the steamship 
interest. No representative of the lum- 
ber association was in Washington at 
the time, but before they would even 
discuss the question, the millers tele- 

raphed full particulars of the proposal 
o Mr. Elliott Lang, secretary of the Na- 
tional Lumber Exporters’ Association. 
After giving him ample time to confer 
with his counsel and other officers, and 
to return an answer, the negotiations 
with the steamship representatives were 
taken uP, and it was largely owing to 
the rigid requirements of the lumber- 
men that all attempts at compromise 
were broken off. So much the millers 
did in courtesy and good faith toward 
their coadjutors. 


A FEW weeks before the reassem- 
bling of Congress, a representative of the 
millers, in a position to influence their 
action, was approached with overtures 
for a consultation from the steamship 
interest. It was largely from a feeling 
of loyalty to the lumbermen that these 
overtures were not encouraged ye 
it was quite plainly intimated that the 
matter might be arranged satisfactorily 
to the millers as a result of the proposed 
conference. In November, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Fletcher who was about to 
return to Washington, this same millers’ 
representative wrote the secretary of 
the National Lumber Exporters’ Associ- 
ation asking him if the interest he rep- 
resented was prepared to give its sup- 

ort to the bill and ready to act, on 
he reassembling of Congress. The re- 
Ry, isin the possession of the writer. 

othing could be more reassuring. In 
this letter, Mr. Elliott Lang, the secre- 
tary of the association, says, ‘'I have 
every reason to feel that we have as 
many friends for our bill now as when 
Congress adjourned for its summer va- 
cation; in fact, from some information 
which has drifted to me, I believe that 
some of the P peep eng who had previ- 
ously opposed us have had a ‘change of 
heart,’ more especially those coming 
from the territory west of the north At- 
lantic coast states.’”’” He concludes by 
saying: ‘tI have not by any means lost 
sight of this matter; in fact, I have been 
working more or less on it all summer, 
and have every reason to believe that Mr. 
Fletcher will find our friends ready to act 
with him whenever this bill is called up 
before the House for consideration.’’ The 
reader will observe that this letter 
abundantly reaffirms the association’s 
support of the bill. He will also note 
that it was written November 24th. 


On December 4th there was every 
prospect that the bill would be called 
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up the next day, and Mr, Tawney and 
r. Fletcher were ready for action. 
Imagine their surprise when on that 
day telegrams were received from the 
officials of the National Lumber Ex- 

orters’ Association requesting mem- 

ers of Congress friendly to their interest 
to withdraw their support from the bill! 
A lively exchange of telegrams followed. 
The president of the association wired 
that their withdrawal request was made 
‘tonly rovided our obligations to 
honorably support flour people is a con- 
dition precedent to request.’””’ How the 
‘*flour people” could be honorably a. 
ported by withdrawing from the fight 
on the eve of battle is not clear. 
The secretary had telegraphed the asso- 
ciation’s friends without referring at all 
to this ‘thonorable support.” For this 
inadvertence he shoulders the responsi- 
bility himself. Mr. Price, the president, 
says in a letter to the writer dated De- 
cember 5th that ‘tour members now fear 
that the effect of this bill will be to in- 
crease the difficulties and expenses, al- 
ready great enough, at the port of Lon- 
don.’’ Inasmuch as Mr. Lang, the sec- 
retary, did not evidently fear anything 
of the sort on November 2th, it is pass- 
ing strange that on December 4th, some 
ten days later, the sentiment should 
have changed. 


THE President and Secretary were 
promptly advised of the fact that the 
osition of their Association shown by 
ts Secretary’s letter on November 24t 
and that shown by its desertion of the 
cause on December 4th were utterly irrec- 
oncilable and an explanation was fre- 
quested. To this inquiry Mr. Lang, the 
Secretary telegraphed the following an- 
swer on December 5th: ‘' Have just wired 
all our friends in Congress that our ob- 
ligations to flour interests will not per- 
mit us to withdraw; please support Lon- 
don Clause bill.’’ On receipt of this reas- 
suring message, the friends of the bill 
breathedeasier. Final action of the bill 
was not reached December 5th as was 
expected and it was postponed until 
December 9th. On the morning of that 
rey O just as the final struggle was about 
to begin, Mr. Tawney received another 
and a last telegram from the President 
of the National Lumber Exporters’ As- 
sociation again withdrawing their sup- 
port from the bill! 


Ir was too late to make any further 
reparations for defense; the only thing 
eft was to fight it out against heavy 
and dispiriting odds. The final defec- 
tion of the southern lumbermen, coming 
atthe last moment, affected a large 
number of votes promised to the bill. 
Messrs. Tawney and Fletcher made a 
brave struggle but to no purpose. As 
the contest thickened other interests 
supposed, until the last moment, to be 
in favor of the bill fell away; the wheat 
interest and the ee ee inter- 
est had been stampeded, and finally 
only the millers and a just cause were 
left and after all the combined opposi- 
tion won by barely nine votes. 


THE president of the National Lum- 
ber Association is Mr. Ernest M. Price, 
New York; first vice-president, Mr. H. 
N. Saxton, Jr., Knoxville, Tenn.; sec- 
ond vice-president, Mr. John L. Alcock, 
Baltimore, Md.; treasurer, Mr. Richard

these are all erfectly honorable gentle- 
men. Whenthe Association holds its 
next meeting it might be well for it to 
take asa topic for general discussion 
the question of the right of an organi- 
zation to change its mind on a matter 
involving the desertion of its co-work- 
ers, three times within sixteen days. In 
this connection a careful examination 
into the circumstances surrounding this 
episode might prove interesting and if 
documentary evidence is required it can 
be had at this office for the asking. 


THE very highest credit belongs to 
Messrs. Tawney and Fletcher for the 
great effort made by them in the face of 
unexpected difficulties to pass this bill, 
and the large vote they secured isa 
sufficient endorsement of the ability 
they displayed in handling the matter. 
The millers owe them gratitude both for 
what they did and what they tried so 
hard to do and neither they nor the 
cause they pny stood for emerge 
from the fight with a stain. This is bet- 
ter than to have won by trickery, and 
millers and importers of flour will ap- 

reciate this fact. As for the London 
anding clause, although its friends have 
gained a meager victory, they have no 
reason to congratulate themselves. The 
matter will not resthere. As long as 
this iniquitous charge exists and is A 
plied to flour, so long will it be fought 
against by the American millers and 
their London customers. 
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WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—[ Special 
Telegram. |—By a vote of 138 to 129, the 
House of Representatives yesterday aft- 
ernoon defeated the Nelson bill for the 
abolition of the London landing clause. 

On the surface the cause of the defeat 
was the withdrawal of support by the 
southern export lumber interests. En- 
couraged by that withdrawal a number 
of representatives from Louisiana, Tex- 
as, Mississippi and other southern 
states, hitherto friendly to the bill, 
changed position and voted against it. 
Five favorable votes had been promised 
from Louisiana alone. 

Back of that withdrawal of support as 
the potent.reason for defeat, was the 
combination of steamship companies 
sailing from north Atlantic ports, as- 
sisted by the railways touching those 
ports, which brought pressure to bear 
causing a change of frontof the Chicago 
packing interests and various other ex- 
porters. It is believed here that this 
pressure consisted of representations to 
shippers that if the bill became a law 
it would result in a radical advance in 
freight rates to London, which advance 
would fall upon the shoulders of inter- 
ests affected by the proposed legisla- 
tion. 

Could a vote been had in the last ses- 
sion of Congress when friends of the bill 
labored so earnestly with Speaker Hen- 
derson to recognize them, the result un- 
doubtedly would have been different, 
and itis significant that in face of the 
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tremendous efforts put forth by the 
steamship interest, the bill was defeat- 
ed by a margin of but nine votesina 
total of 271. 

Speeches in behalf of the bill were 
made by Messrs. Tawney of Minnesota 
and Richardson of Alabama, the former 
occupying an hour, and the latter a half 
hour. Short speeches against the bill 
were made by Messrs. Adamson of 
Georgia, Wanger of Pennsylvania, Bur- 
leson of Texas, Burgess of Texas Mann 
of Illinois, and Dalzell of Pennsylvania. 

Three-quarters of an hour of debate 
et remained when Sherman of New 
ork, in charge of the opposition, 

moved to strike out the enacting clause 
of the bill. This motion took prece- 
dence over a motion just made by Mr. 
Tawney, that the Senate bill be substi- 
tuted for the House bill. 

The ‘viva voce”’ showed 92 ayes to 87 
noes, 

Then came roll call. No new points 
were made in debate, each side confin- 
ing itself to testimony and arguments 
brought out during the last session in 

ublic hearings before the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce which 
has had the bill in charge. These hear- 
ings were fully reported in the North- 
western Miller at the time. 

Nothing more can be done this ses- 
sion of Congress, but it is understood 
that the millers will take up the matter 
again next winter in the new a

“THE LONDON LANDING CLAUSE” 


WHAT IT IS— 


oseces A tax of Is 9d (or 42 cents) per ton 
on all flour from the United States and 
Canada landed at the port of London. 
Flour imported from other countries 
does not pay it. 
onsees Imposed by a combination or 
ool of all the steamship lines operat- 
ing between the American Atlantic ports 
and London. 
basses By means of this clause, American 
flour has been taxed not less than $150,000 
per annum and, during the time in which 
it has been enforced, American millers 
and their London customers have been 
obliged to pay to the London steamship 
pool not less than $2,000,000 for a service 
which they have not received. 
axes The charge is an illegal one, as 
the right of free delivery in London is 
guaranteed by act of Parliament. 
oennee The illegality of the charge is ob- 
viated by the incorporation of the tax in 
aclause inserted in all ocean bills of 
lading by agreement of the steamship 
ool. This is known as the '' London 
sanding Clause,’’ and provides that 
all flour shipped to London on the bill 
of lading must pay the charge named. 
By mutual agreement between the 
steamships no other bill of lading is 
given for London shipments, and the 
American shipper must accept it or 
abandon his London trade. 
apbese By thus coercing and forcing the 
American shipper to accepta bill of lad- 
ing containing the London Clause, the 
steamship combination compels the 
London flour receiver to pay the tax; al- 
though free delivery is protected by par- 
liamentary act. 
aoe T iy British courts have held that, since 
the American shipper has 'taccepted”’ a 
bill of lading subject to the terms of 
the clause, he has contracted the Lon- 
don receiver out of his rights. As 
the shipper has no alternative but to 
accept the only bill of lading he is per- 
mitted to have and the only one the 
steamship pool will give him, he is 
obliged either to thus contract the re- 
ceiver outof his rights or retire from 
the London business. 
oaxens The regulations of the London 
Clause apply to other American com- 
modities besides flour, notably lumber, 
wheat and packing-house products. 
esesee To make it unlawful for steam- 
ships to thus force American shippers 
to accept a bill of lading, the terms of 
which are contrary to the laws of the 


countries to which the goods are 
shipped is the object of the so-called 
*tLondon Dock Bill,’”’ which passed the 


United States Senate and would have 


assed the House of Representatives on 
Jecember 9th, 1902, had it not been for 
the very peculiar action of the National 
Lumber Exporters’ Association of which 
Ernest M. Price of New York City is 
president and Elliott Lang of Memphis 
is secretary. This organization had 
been influential in pushing the bill from 
the teginning, but changed front sud- 
denly when the bill came before the 
House, and withdrew its support. As 
the measure was defeated by only nine 
votes, the result was directly traceable 
to this action on the part of its supposed 
friends. 


ITS HISTORY— 


1887. London Clause first introduced 
into bill of lading. Charge made 
was —_ ls 2d (28c) per ton. Previ- 
ous to this date free delivery over- 
side was universal. Subsequently 
charge increased to 1s 6d (36c) per 
ton. 


1891, April 7. Borrowman, Phil- 
lipps & Co., having contested the 
clause in -English courts in case of 
B. P. & Co. vs. Wilson, decision ren- 
dered by Justices Day and Lawrence 
held that if American shippers ac- 
cepted bill of lading containing 
such a clause, it was useless to ap- 
peal to British courts for protection. 


1896. In March an effort was made 
to increase the charge to two shill- 
ings (48c). Vigorously rotested 
against by London Flour Trade As- 
sociation and American millers. 
(See Northwestern Miller, March 13 
and 27, 1896.) John Crosby and C, 
C. Bovey appeared before the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House 
and testified in regard tothe London 
Clause. The Atlantic Transport Line 
and Furness-Withy & Co., Ltd., op- 
posed the advance. Owing to the 
great pressure of public opinion the 
attempt to advance the rate was 
finally abandoned. At this time the 
dock companies of London were 
alone interested in working the Lon- 
don Clause on the American ship- 
pers. It was not until later that they 
were joined by the combined London 
steamship owners and agents. The 
great mistake made in 1896 by the 
American millers was that they did 
not push their advantage and urge 
Congress to pass a law similar to 
the one which has just been defeated, 
which would have done away with 
the London Clause forever. 


1900, December 1. The allied 
London steamship lines suddenly 
announced that on January Ist, 190i, 
the charge would be increased to Is 


9d (42c) per ton. 4 this time all 
the lines operating between Ameri- 
can North Atlantic ports and Lon- 
don were united on this move with 
the dock companies. It was at- 
tempted to make this charge effect- 
ive in shipments already booked 
but the combination withdrew from 
this preposterous position. This an- 
nouncement aroused a storm of in- 
dignation on both sides of the At- 
lantic and caused a review of the 
whole subject of the London clause 
and its legality. 


1900, December 6. London Flour 
Trade Association protested and ap- 
pealed to American millers for help 

‘and coéperation (see Northwestern 
Miller, Dec. 26th, 1900.) 


1900, December 19. A meeting of 
merchants and dealers was held at 
the offices of the London Chamber 
of Commerce of which William E. 
Chambers was made chairman. It 
protested against London Clause. 


1901. In its issue of January 9th the 
Northwestern Miller showed that the 
steamship lines and not the dock 
companies originated the movement 
to force the advance on importing 
millers. 


1901, February 4. B.N. Baker ca- 
bled Northwestern Miller from Lon- 
don that meeting of lines agreed to 
Northwestern iller’s proposal of 
December 7th, which was: that ad- 
vance should be suspended pending 
an arbitration representing millers, 
receivers and carriers. Mr. Roper, 
London, chairman, cabled the same 
day that London shipowners and 
agents would receive a deputation 
from shippers and receivers to dis- 
cuss the matter. When cabled ask- 
ing if advance would be suspended 

ending result of discussion, Mr. 
per replied, ‘'No.”? The attempt 
at arbitration fell through. 


1901, February 15. Minneapolis 
Chamber of Commerce passed reso- 
lutions denouncing London Clause 
and asking Congress to amend Har- 
ter act so as to preventit. February 
23, similar resolutions passed by To- 
ledo (Ohio) Produce Exchange, Feb- 
ruary 26th by Chicago Board of 
Trade, February 26th by Kansas 
City Board of rade, subsequently 
by New York Produce Exchange 
and other commercial bodies. 


1901, March. Amendment to Har- 
ter act was framed and submitted to 
public. 


1901, March. Editor Northwestern 
Miller went to London and conferred 
with representatives of steamship 
lines and flour receivers hoping to 
arrange basis of arbitration or com- 

romise. Steamships refused to ar- 
itrate. 


1901, Jume. Members of London 
flour trade gave ‘'proof’’ before the 
Royal commission in regard to dock 
charges. 


1901, December. John Crosby act- 
ing for Millers’ Club of Minneapolis 
prepared brief on London clause. 
Senator Nelson agreed to introduce 
amendment to arter act known 
as ''London Dock Bill’ in Senate. 


1902, February. ‘‘London Dock 
Bill” introduced in Senate by Sena- 
tor Nelson and in House by Hon. J. 
A. Tawney, was given hearings be- 
fore committees. Milling interests 
represented by John Crosby and Her- 
bert Brotiey lumber interests by 
Richard Price, Elliott Lang and 
others; steamshi interests by 
Hemphill, Sanford, Franklin and 
others. 


1902, February. Final hearings be- 
fore Senate committee. 


1902, February. House committee 
reported bill favorably. 


1902, March. Senate committee re- 
ported bill favorably. 


1902, March. Overtures made by 
steamship interests for compromise. 
Considered in Washington by mill- 
ers’ representatives. Elliott Lang, 
secretary of the National Lumber 
Exporters’ Association was commu- 
nicated with by telegram and propo- 
sitions were duly submitted to him. 
Owing largely to the non-compro- 
mising sentiment of his associa- 
tion, negotiations were at once termi- 
nated. 


1902, April. Minority report of 
House committee answered by Lon- 
don Flour Trade Association.

Poriugal to Import Wheat and Australia 
to Remove Duty on Breadstuffs 

Our New York correspondent wires it 
is reported that Portugal will vote on 
Dec. 15 to import 2,450,000 bus of wheat, 
the act to be effective Jan. 1. It is also 
said that Australia is likely to remove 
all duty on flour, wheat and feed for a 
year, owing to damage to crops. 





Storage of Grain 

The warehouse committee of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, has issued a circu- 
lar explaining the recent decision of the 
supreme court of the warehouse law and 
the board’s position. It is as follows: 

'tThe warehouse committee calls spe- 
cial attention to the following extract 
for the decision of the supreme court of 
Illinois in the case of Hanna vs. The 
People: 

't*No question is presented by this 
record as to the right of a public ware- 
houseman to store his own grain in va- 
cant places in his own warehouse where 
the space so vacant was not occupied 
and not needed for the storage of grain 
of customers of the warehouse. That 
which the warehouseman here seeks to 
do and which the court has prohibited 
from being done is the mixing of grain 
of the keeper of a public warehouse with 
that of his customers and issuing and 
dealing in certificates of warehouse re- 
ceipts representing a mass of grain 
composed of that of the keeper of the 
warehouse and of his customers.’ 

'tThe committee also directs attention 
to the moma | | taken from the ware- 
house law of Illinois: 

‘Grain of the same grade may be kept 
in a bin by itself, apart from that of 
other owners which bin shall thereupon 
be marked and known as a ‘separate 
bin.’ If a warehouse receipt be issued 
for grain so kept separate, it shall state 
on its face that it is ina separate bin, 
and shall state the number of such bin.’ 

‘'The words ‘special bin,’ also the 
number of such special bin, must, in all 
cases, be plainly and conspicuously 
marked upon warehouse receipts for 
grain stored in a separate, or special, bin.

ouse receipts on contracts. Receipts 
issued upon property in a special bin 
would not be deliverable under that 
clause.”’ 
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The mills ran very irregularly last 
week from Thursday night, as a result 
of the effect of the cold weather on the 
water power, and with frequent stops 
and reduced motion, the flour output 
was cut into pretty deep] - Compared 
with the week - before, 33 bbls less of 
flour was turned out. The quantity of 
flour made was 346,950 bbls, against 331,- 
265 in 1901, and 204,225 in 1900. Again 
this week the mills are running irregu- 
larly from the same cause, The water 
power is in the worst condition of the 
year and six mills are wholly idle. 
Many of the others are handicapped be- 
cause of insufficient power. Under the 
circumstances, an unusual quantity of 
steam is —s used. It is a difficult 
matter to estimate the output for the 
week, though it is likely to be between 
275,000 and ,000 bbls. Should the wa- 
ter power improve as is not unlikely, 
the figures may exceed 300,000 bbls. 

Millers did not like to talk about the 
flour market for the week. Their expe- 
rience was unsatisfactory and the sub- 
ject was not a pleasant one. At best 
the volume of business done was smali 
and under the production. While some 
mills increased their sales over the week 
before, very low prices had to be accept- 
ed in doing so. Domestic buyers were 
bearish and apathetic, and took flour 
only in small lots as they had to have it. 
Charges and counter charges are made 
of ruinous prices being quoted, and the 
keenest competition is again a feature 
of the market. As to foreign trade, a 
little patent was here and there worked, 
but at low prices. The United King- 
dom, and especially London, was fh 
the market for first clear and fair sales 
were made. Where Holland was bid- 
ding 8% guilders, London was willing to 
pay on the basis of 9 guilders. There 
was also a fair inquiry from London for 
second clear. 

The stronger wheat market of today, 
has induced millers to ask 5@l10c ad- 
vance for patent and that grade is quot- 
able at $3.65@3.75 per 196 lbs in wood. 
Clear is held at $2.45@2.55 per 196 lbs in 
jute, 

REPORTS OF OUTSIDE MILLS 


Special reports from 19 northwestern 
mills (outside of Minneapolis and Du- 
luth) with a daily capacity of 17,550 bbls, 
show that inthe week ending Dec. 6, 
they made 87,025 bbls of flour, against 
74,740 in the corresponding week in 1901. 
The foreign flour shipments in the same 
week were 15,900 bbls, against 7,570 a 
year ago. 

‘‘Outside mills’’ in the northwest are 
generally experiencing a quiet flour 
market and they are ee catching 
up on old orders. Some now have com- 
paratively little flour sold ahead, while 
others that possess a fair supply are 
complaining that shipping directions 
are not coming in fast enough. The 
tendency is toward a curtailed output. 
With isolated exceptions, the trade of 
mills last week was light, sales of flour 
usually running much below the out- 
put. Buyers are in no mood to pay an 
advance, and where mills made sales, 
they had to accept very low prices. As 
a result, there is a good deal of grum- 
bling on the part of millers at the low 
quotations accepted by competitors. 
Changing from lake rates to the new ba- 
sis of all-rail rates, represents an addi- 
tional cost for carrying flour to New 
York, of 9c per bbl, and some mills, in 
selling, are represented to have ab- 
sorbed this, giv ng buyers flour at old 
prices. Milling conditions are less fa- 
vorable th@f a year ago, chiefly because 
of the lower prices commanded by feed. 
However, this is the season of the year 
when a dull market is expected, and 
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erhaps conditions are no worse than 

e average. 

Much the same situation existed as to 
— trade, as in preceding weeks. 
Only one mill out of 19 reported any 
sales at all of patent, and they were 
small and at low prices. Bids on patent 
were 6d or more out of line, and the 
majority of mills said that it was im- 
poe to work any, wanting orders as 

adly as they did. There were occa- 
sional lots of clears sold. 

Feed is rather firmer, with the de- 
mand moderate. :

A common basis on which flour is be- 
ing sold by mills at interior points in 
Minnesota is: In straight or mixed car 
lots, patent, $3.70@3.80 per bbl in 98 and 
49-lb sacks; straight, $3.50@3.60; clear, 
$2.70@2.80. For lots of less than one car, 
20c per bbl is usually added. 

C. E. French, of L. Christian & Co., 
Saturday returned from New York, 
where he went to meet his family, who 
have been spending several months in 
Europe. Mr. French was away about 
three weeks and in that time called up- 
on a good many of the firm’s customers 
in eastern markets. 

Flour and cash wheat have been prac- 
tically on the same basis, as to value, 
as they were a year ago. On the con- 
trary, bran and standard middlings are 
selling at about $8 per ton less, and red- 
dog at $6 per ton less. The deduction 
from this is that conditions at the pres- 
ent time are much less favorable for 
northwestern millers than they were a 
year ago. And thatis not far from the 
truth. 

The water power company has re- 
stricted the use of water to priority No. 
27. Only once last winter, and that for 
two days, was the water so short. In 
the handling of the Minneapolis power, 
it is aimed to keep a full head of water 
in the canals at all times. To do this 

owers are cut off according to date of 
ease, beginning with latest issued, un- 
til the number of mills using water is 
sufficiently small to maintain the head 
of water. The mills deprived of water 
by this process are released from pay- 
ing rent during the period they are af- 
fected. 

The mills in the closing three days of 
last week had a very ragged run owing 
to a bad water power. Early in the 
week there was about as much water as 
the mills could use, but with the fall of 
snow and the lower temperature of 
Thursday night, there was a sudden de- 
terioration in the power and the mills 
were left very short. Shut-downs and 
taking off of feed resulted, some chang- 
ing wholly to steam while others stopped 
altogether. The shortage in the power 
has continued upto che present time. 
Today there was available only about 
half as much as there was a week ago. 
In consequence, several mills are idle 
while others are running at a reduced 
feed. This sort of an experience is quite 
common every winter. The first cold 
snap not only absorbs a good deal of 
water in the form of ice, but man 
streams feeding the river are tomporart 
ly dammed up, and until the water 

ains a sufficient head to force its way 
through this barrier, the water in the 
river is reduced to an abnormally low 
point. Very cold weather, with mercu- 
ry registering 10@17 degrees below zero, 
has been with us in the last two days.

TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHTS 


¥. M. Whittaker, traffic manager of

Charles C. Bovey, traffic manager for 
the Washburn Crosby Co., arrived home 

esterday from the east, where he went 
o try to influence the railroads to not 
advance flour rates on Dec.8. He found 
the task quite a hopeless one and came 
home a good deal disgusted with the 
ways in which the eastern railroads 
treat important classes of traffic. 

The interstate commerce commission 
svems to question the necessity for the 
radical advance in freight rates from the 
west, which the railroads are about to 
put into effect, and has given notice of 
a hearing to take place in Washington 
Dec. 16, as to the reasonableness of such 
action. The commission has issued an 
order, requiring the presence at such 
hearing of traffic officials of various 
roads. 

Through rates on flour, all-rail, 
prompt shipment from west, were re- 
ported obtainable today (Tuesday) from 
Minneapolis as follows, in cents per 100 
lbs: To London, 30; Liver ool, 29.44; 
Glasgow, 29; Amsterdam, 31.50; Rotter- 
dam, 30.50; Bristol, 30.50; Leith, 31.50; 
Copenhagen, 33.75; Christiania, 32.50; 
Serre 31.75; Hamburg, 30.50; Hull, 
35.16; Newcastle, 35.16; Bremen, 32.50; 
Dublin, 34.50; Belfast, 33.50; Dundee, 
34.88; Aberdeen, 39.38. 

Freight rates from the northwest east- 
ward are still in a very much mixed 
condition. The Minneapolis-Chicago 
roads have done their best to induce the 
eastern lines to postpone the proposed 
advance of 2%c per 100 lbs from Minne- 
apolis to New York, until Jan. 1, but 
the latter have been obdurate and in- 
sisted upon the advance going into 
effect Dec. 8. The disagreement has 
gone so far that the eastern roads have 
threatened to discontinue pro-rating 
with the northwestern roads, and thus 
force shippers to pay the local rate from 
Minneapolis to Chicago of 10c and from 
Chicago to New York of 20c. This 
would be a most undesirable outcome, 
as the effect would be to increase through 
rates to the basis of 30c from Minneapo- 
lis to New York instead of 27%c under 
the advance. The eastern roads have 
issued tariffs making rates on the basis 
of 20c from Chicago to New York, and 
insist upon their observance. The west- 
ern lines, on the contrary, have got out 
no tariffs. However, at a meeting’ of 
the latter yesterday, a compromise was 

roposed—that of issuing tariffs mak- 
ng the advance effective Dec. 22. An 
effort is today being made to induce the 
eastern roads to acquiesce, but that they 
will do so is quite uncertain. But 
whatever is the action of the eastern 
officials, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul road has announced that it will 
protect oy ot in the enjoyment of old 
rates up to Dec. 31. In doing so, it may 
have to accept 5c for the haul from Min- 
neapolis to Chicago, and probably will 
at least have todo so on flour shipped 
after Dec. 22. The Chicago & Great 
Western offered to stand by the other 
western roads in guaranteeing old rates 
until Dec. 31, but such action was hard- 
ly thought wise in view of the unbending 
position taken by the trunk lines. Rates 
to Ohio river points remain uncertain, 
it not being know whether 18e or 20c will 
apply to Cincinnati after Dec, 15, 
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CEREALS AND FEED 

The pe opera 2 prices at which mills 
at interior points in Minnesota are sell- 
ing millfeed in mixed cars with flour 
are $12@13 for branin bulk and $13@14 
for shorts. When packed in 100-lb sacks, 
$1.50 per ton additional is asked. 

Exceptionally mild open weather un- 
til about Dec. 1 in all parts of the coun- 
try made pasturage available for ani- 
mal feeding upto an unusually late 
date, and the resultant curtailment of 
the demand for millfeed was not with- 
out some effect on the market. 

Red-dog on Friday sold at $16.25 per 
2,000 lbs in jute, all December shipment. 
This was low point. About two weeks 
ago the American Cereal Co. bought a 
large quantity for delivery of a certain 
number of cars per week, and the com- 
pany has on that account been largely 
out of the market. In the past ares 
days, the price has become firmer. 


ABOUT WHEAT 


The combined receipts of wheat at 
Minneapolis and Duluth last week were 
5,293 cars, against 6,704 in the preceding 
week and 5,039 in 1901. 

Since Sept. 20, when the stock of wheat 
at Minneapolis was at low point—1,083,- 
000—it bas increased 8,445,603 bus, now 
being 9,528,946, compared with 14,007,000 
a year ago, and 15,673,000 in 1900. he 
aggregate stock of wheat nowin Minne- 
apolis and Duluth is 12,189,000, against 
20,209,000 in 1901. 

It was reported Friday that one of the 
big Minneapolis milling companies had 
bought 300,000 bus of country wheat 
from an elevator company and paid 
4c over the May future for it. This was 
taken as an indication that local millers 
felt that there was some uncertainty 
about future wheat supplies. 

Minneapolis mills last week ground 
approximately 1,500,000 bus of wheat; 
the receipts (less shipments) were 3,114,- 
000, against 3,352,000 in the preceding 
week and 1,849,000 in 1901. Public stocks 
increased 1,865,000 bus, making the stock 
in store at Minneapolis 9,529,000. This 
week the mills will grind about 1,225,000 
bus. 

Wheat closes the week very strong, 
there having been an advance today of 
lc in May, the close being at 75\c. he 
position of cash wheat is deemed very 
strong, and argeiag from this, local sen- 
timent is decidedly bullish. Cash has 
been in good demand during the week, 
all milling grades being quickly taken 
either by millers or elevator men. Some 
millers are credited with accumulating 
considerable supplies against future 
needs. No.1 northern today closed at 
74%c, and No. 2 at 73%c—an advance 
compared with Dec. 2 of 1%c. No. 1 
northern has sold at May price to 4c 
over and No. 2 at l@l1%c under. 

The movement of wheat from north- 
western farmers during the past week 
has been rather curtailed by cold and 
stormy weather. A few inches of snow 
have fallen and the temperature has been 
as low as 17 degrees below zero. How- 
ever, some of the elevator companies re- 
port fair deliveries of wheat at country 
elevators. Receipts at Minneapolis last 
week showed a decrease, and yet they 
exceeded those of last year. A few 
elevator companies, with December 
price weak and 2'%c under May, last 
week temporarily held back receipts 
from terminal markets, but with the 
difference now narrowed down to 1c, 
there is no object in oe wheat in 
the country. Receipts are believed to 
have attained their maximum for the 
season, and that from now on they will 
gradually decrease and equal about a 
normal quantity. 





D. F. Chandler, Lanesboro (Minn.) 
Milling Co., Dec.6: Flour trade is very 
dull; conditions are nearly as favorable 
as they were a year ago. e have sold 
some flour during the past two weeks 
at fair prices, but the large buyers are 
holding off, looking for lower values. 
We have plenty of old orders on our 
books to keep us running for 30 days, 
but shipping directions are coming in 
rather slowly, which shows that buyers 
are well supplied with flour for the pres- 
ent. Wheat is moving quite freely, and 
we think it will continue to do so for 
the next 60 days, at least. 

¥. A. Ranney, secretary Geo. Tileston 
Milling Co., St. Cloud, Minn., Dec. 6: 
Trade has been fairly good during the 
week, especially domestic. We madea 
few devel n sales, markets apparently 
getting a little nearer in harmony. The 
demand for feed is good, but prices are 
lower. Wheat supplies are satisfactory ; 
the movement is good and farmers in 
this vicinity appear to be willing to sell 
at the present time. Wedo not think 
that any more wheat is held by farmers 
than usual at this time of the year. It 
would seem to us that the railroads are 
making a great mistakein advancing 
freight rates on flour just at this time. 
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CURRENT MAILS 


Cc. E. French of L. Christian & Cg., 
Minneapolis, Dec. 8: We have experi- 
enced rather a quiet business for the 
week, sales being confined entirely to 
domestic markets. The foreign situa- 
tion is reasonably strong, and at a ve 
small concession in prices, we thin 
quite a line ‘of flour could be disposed 
of. Wheat closed the week with little 
or no change, but with an undertone of 
strength. The writer has just returned 
from the eastern markets, and the trade 
there almost without exception seems 
bearish. There is hardly a flour brand 
offered that could not be bought in 
broken lots from the jobbers, at the 
same price the mills were oe for. 
There seems to be no large flour stocks 
held, and the orders now on books of 
western millers we think, are smaller 
than is usual at this season. It is un- 
certain what effect the freight advance 
will have on wheat prices, but it is al- 
most certain that flour prices in the east 
ean not be reduced, and those jobbers 
who sell out their holdings now are 
likely to pay higher prices later on to 
replace them. 

John J. Bartlett, Millers’ Exporting 
Co. of Nebraska, Omaha, Dec. 6: Flour 
trade during the week has been good, 
and we did a very good export trade. 
It would seem to be very short-sighted 
policy on the part of the railroads to ad- 
vance rates to such an extent at this 
time, when business has been moving 
in a very satisfactory manner. The 
contemplated advance has caused a large 
amount of flour to be forwarded, which 
will undoubtedly glut the European 
market and cause depression there. 
Since the advance in rates on flour from 
this state, as shown by tariffs submitted 
this morning, will be 10c to 12c per bbl, 
itis very clear that for some time to 
come we can hope but for little foreign 
business. We have found that import- 
ers asked more for clears during the last 
few weeks; prior to that time we were 
selling more straights. 

G. M. Palmer, treasurer Hubbard Mill- 
ing Co., Mankato, Minn., Dec.6: We 
can not see any particular change in the 
milling situation. Eastern buyers are 
holding off, as usual, expecting lower 
prices and making bids that can not be 
accepted. We are selling a fair amount 
of flour to our regular trade. We can 
not help thinking that buyers who hag- 
gle so much over dc or 10c abarrel, when 
quality must be taken into account 
make a serious mistake. The deman 
for feed is good. Farmers are not dis- 
posed to sell wheat freely throughout 
this section. Thecropis turning out 
very much lighter than anticipated. We 
look fora restricted movement, unless 
there is a very material improvement in 
prices. 

A. C. Van cor. president Sleepy 
Eye (Minn.) Milling Co., Dec. 8: e 
consider that in southern Minnesota a 
very large percentage of the wheat is 
stillin the hands of farmers. In fact, 
they have done very little marketing 
this year as compared with other sea- 
sons. At our mill, and at Jocal Minne- 
sota stations, we have not received over 
33 per cent of the grain which we had 
taken in last year up to this time. 
Farmers are holding their wheat for 
higher prices, and it is our opinion that 
they will receive a sufficient advance 
to pay them well for doing so. At our 
Dakota stations, deliveries have been 
very liberal, and the amount in farmers’ 
hands is much less than in Minnesota. 
Domestic flour trade is quiet; feed trade 
fair. 

Cc. F. Johnson, manager Red Lake 
Falls (Minn.) Milling Co., Dec. 6: The 
movement of wheat from farmers’ hands 
in the last month has been very free, 
but it is now dropping off. A good 
many farmers have already sold their 
surplus. The flour market, both do- 
mestic and export, is very dull; more 
so than we have seen it for years. Ex- 
port offers are 9d@1s too low to make 
fiour workable. Eastern buyers want 
to vuy at the same price they did before 
the advance in freight rates. It is our 
opinion they are making a mistake, as 
after wheat has advanced 4c or 5c they 
will all want to buy flour. There is a 
good demand for feed, but prices are 
lower. 

Jennison Bros. & Co., Janesville, 
Minn., Dec. 6: Trade during the last 
few weeks has been very dull. Had it 
not been for the announced advance in 
freight rates on Dec. 8, we could have 
booked a lot of eastern business, but 
the advance practically brought domes- 
tic business to a standstill. We think, 
however, that this matter will adjust it- 
self in a short time. We have no trouble 
in disposing of our feed. Wheat receipts 
in this vicinity are very light. Owing 


to the wet weather we have had all fall, 
threshing has progressed very slowly, 
and we believe that there is quite a lot 
of wheat in the country which will not 
now be threshed until spring, 
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H. E. Brooks, Jr., Arlington, (Minn.) 
Milling Co,, Dec. 6: Wheat is commenc- 
ing to move very freely. We are taking 
in just about our run—1,20C to 1,500 bus 
per day—and think that farmers will be 
more inclined to move their grain if 

resent prices continue. Flour business 

8s very good and we are running full 
time. No change from previous week, 
except that eastern buyers are not bid- 
ding quite as freely. There is buying 
at very close prices, but usually the 
trade do not wish to stock up at present. 

Eagle Roller Mill Co., New Ulm, 
Minn., Dec. 6: We find the flour trade 
in a fairly healthy condition and our 
sales exceed output. Feed is not in very 
good demand and prices obtained for 
same are not entirel satisfactory. 
Farmers in this vicinity are holding 
more wheat this year than usual, for 
they are expecting higher prices. ow- 
ever, farther west of here we learn 
through our agents that a larger per 
cent of wheat has already been market- 
ed than was the case last year. 

Wells, Abbott & Nieman, Schuyler, 
Neb., Dec. 6: Domestic trade in flour 
was good with us during last week, our 
entire output being sold at favorable 

rices, and we are running full capacity. 

ids from Europe are low, the best de- 
mand being for clear. Feed demand is 
not very brisk, being about the same as 
in the previous week. 

D. M. Baldwin, Jr., Minneapolis, Dec. 
6: Last week was rather a quiet one. 
We are running full time on old orders 
and what new ones come in. There is 
some export inquiry, but bids are too 
low. Holiday conditions are beginning 
to develop. Farmers’ wheat deliveries 
ure about normal for this time of year. 
Local feed trade is good and the demand 
absorbs most of our output. 

C. I. Gross, local manager for D. M.

Feed is —4 age for 
local consumption. Very little local 
wheat marketed so far this fall. 

H. 8. Comer, local manager for G. C. 
Christian, Redfield, S. D., Dec. 8: There 
is about the usual amount of wheat in 
farmers’ hands. Should prices advance, 
receipts will continue good; any decline 
will check farmers’ sales. Some are 
holding for higher prices. 

Shannon & Mott Co., Des Moines, 
Iowa, Dec. 6: We have found it impos- 
sible to sell flour for export, bids not 
equaling cost. Domestic trade has been 
fair and we are running fulltime. Feed 
is considerably lighter than at this time 
last year. 





CEREALS AND FEED 


Charles Larrowe, Larrowe Milling Co., 
Cohocton, N. Y: There has been a great 
deal written about the buckwheat crop, 
and much of it badly exaggerated. There 
has been unmerchantable buckwheat, 
both east and west, this season, but we 
never believed any reputable miller, 
who cared anything for the reputation 
of his brand, would grind damp, musty 
or unmerchantable buckwheat, even 
were the grain given tohim. There has 
been plenty of good buckwheat in New 
York state, but the price of it has been 
and is unusually high. Our output so 
far this season has been the largest we 
ever made, and while prices of flour 
have been low compared with the price 
of grain, we have ones to complain 
of. With the orders alrea y booked, we 
feel confident that we will run to our 
full capacity until Jan. 1. 


Directors of the Great Western Cereal 
Co, at their regular monthly meeting, to 
be held about Jan. 1, will discuss the re-

stock. Some time ago dividend pay- 
ments were discontinued, so the money 
could be used to increase the company’s 
output. 


Welles Mill Co., Wyalusing, Pa: 
Buckwheat flour, on account of mild 
weather, has been great. The poor con- 
dition of the early crop frightened buy- 
ers. Other cereals are in fair demand. 
Trade is not as brisk as one year ago. 

Bradstreet’s reports the exports of 


corn from the Atlantic and Gulf ports 
last week at 1,151,000 bus, against 362,000 


in 1801. Exports since July 1 have been 
3,606,000 bus, compared with 19,602,000 
last year. 


In the clearances from New York last 
week, there were 19,820 bus of buckwheat 
for Rotterdam and 5,000 bus for Ant- 
werp. There were also 12,700 bags of 
bran for Baltic ports, 
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Last week local mills turned out a 
moderate amount of flour, averaging 
about 5,800 bbls daily, and aggregatin 
32,140 bbls for the week, compared wit. 
47,040 the week earlier and 24,740 last 
year. This week’s output will ie 
about equal the amount turned out last 
week. 

Millers are at a loss to know when the 
advance in rates takes effect, having 
had no official announcement, but are 
taking the precaution of adding the ad- 
ditional charge to all orders received 
from the east. Well-informed traffic 
officials say the present flour rates will 
continue in effect until Jan 1. 

The flour market holds firm, with 
_— unchanged and sales confined to 

uyers actually needing flour for imme- 
diate wants, and at that only in small 
lots. The demand came largely from 
local and eastern account, very few or- 
ders being received from foreigners that 
were acceptable to millers. Trade, asa 
rule, holds quiet, dealers holding off 
until after the holidays and inventor 
time. Mills shipped nearly all of their 
accumulation of flour as expected except 
some that will be moved forward by 
railroads, leaving mill stocks at onl 
21,500 bbls. Railroads cleaned up all 
their flour and are now clear. Ship- 
ments amounted to 148,500 bbls. Re- 
ceipts for the week were only 14,000 bbls. 
Flour stocks Dec. 6 were 21,500 bbls, 
against 14,370 last year.

Ward Ames, Sr., president of the Du- 
luth Board of Trade, George Spencer 
and John Miller were appointed the 
board to represent the Duluth grain in- 
terest at the reciprocity convention to 
be held at Detroit, Dec. 10 and 11. 

Up to Dec. 1, commerce passing 
through the Soo canals has reached the 
stupendous amount 35,004,257 tons.

ear, which was arecord breaker; noth- 
ng can more plainly demonstrate the 
rapid growth and development of the 
northwest. 

The wintering of a large fleet of ves- 
sels at the Head of the Lakes means 
much to the people here. There is al- 
ways a considerable amount of repair 
work to be done before the opening of 
the spring season, and the fitting out 
with supplies means business for the 
merchants. 

The ae Terminal elevators L 
and K, with a capacity of 2,250,000 bus, 
located at Superior and operated by the 
Cargill Commission Co., have been made 
private houses. It has been stated that 
they can be operated to better advan- 
tage as private houses than public. The 
company intended making the change 
in time for the present crop, but arrange- 
ments were not completed in time, and 
it was deferred until last week. 

Grain rates stiffened up to three cents 
during the last week of navigation, with 
no acceptances. There was a scarcity 
of tonnage. Asa large number of the 
smaller boats had gone out of commis- 
sion and the mild weather kept the large 
steamers in the ore trade, but afew took 
advantage of the five-cent rate on wheat 
out of Fort William. Shippers here 
were unable to secure vessels at three 
cents, and saw no way clear for any 
profit if they paid a more fancy price. 

The steamer George W. Peavey of the 
Peavey Steamship Co. has just com- 
a her twenty-fourth trip from the 

ead of the Lakes and is being laid up 
for the season. Outside of one cargo of 
coal, the boat has carried exclusively 
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ore amounting to 151,409 tons and aver- 
aging about 6,640 tons per cargo. Dur- 
ing the long run not one cent’s worth of 
repairs was done, and the owners are 
more than pleased at this record. Twen- 
ty trips are regarded as a good season’s 
work.

Spring Wheat Situation 


The Ames-Brooks Co, of Duluth has 
addressed the following letter to the 
wheat trade with reference to the spring 
wheat situation: 

DutuTH, MINN., Dec. 6.—We feel the 
situation in American wheat deserves 
the attention of our foreign friends in 
particular, and the earnest consideration 
of American investors. 

Roughly speaking, please compare the 
following visible of spring wheats a 
year ago and today:

Where has it genet London is a spring 
wheat market almost exclusively. \ 
year ago London December (spot wheat) 
was three cents under London March op- 
tion. Today it is practically the same 
price as March option. Is the Manitob: 
movement pressing there? 

Figures on Manitoba stocks are not at 
present obtainable, but we know it is 
very difficult to buy Manitoba in any 
position at present and that premiums 
on Manitobas have advanced sharp|\ 
the = week. We venture to assert 
that the supply of Manitobas in eastern 
Canadian ports is materially smaller 
than a year ago. 

We estimate less than one million 
bushels to Duluth spring wheat in the 
east outside of stocks owned by millers; 
also estimate less than five million 
bushels of Manitobas. Here is a week’s 
good clearances to last almost six 
months. All fall the foreigner has held 
off, waiting for the effect of the Mani- 
toba movement on prices. Sixty days 
ago the invariable reply was, ‘'No con- 
fidence in poco prices. Wait till the 
Manitoba depression is felt.’’ 

br | Liverpool and London close at 
the highest nt onthe crop and they 
are vainly trying to buy Manitobas at 
three cents a bushel above the point at 
which they had ‘'no confidence in 
prices.”’ 

A year ago Duluth May closed at 80c; 
today at 74c. A year ago Chicago May 
closed at 82c; today, 75c. 

All foreign advices say 'twe have poor 
wheat of our own and don’t care for your 
poor winters, but we must have your 
springs to blend.’’? Where will they get 
it? hicago has some spring wheat 
which will undoubtedly go out by rail 
during the winter, but their 3,000,000 
bushels is only a small supply alter al! 
for the needs in sight. 

Winter wheat receipts are lighter anc 
growing lighter. Spring wheat receipt- 
soon will lighten. ill the new crop of 
winter come through without damage’ 
Are present prices justified or not? Are 
higher prices a probability? Will the 
Argentine movement depress prices anc 
lighten our foreign demand, or has that 
movement been anticipated as was the 
Manitoba.crop? Has its effect on prices 
been already discounted and more?

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Fire Proof Elevator at Port Arthur 


The scosmipesying illustrations are of 
the large elevator plant being construct- 
ed at Port Arthur, Ont. ackenzie, 
Mann & Co,, controlling the Canadian 
Northern railroad, are the owners. The 
elevator, which will have a capacity of 
2,100,000 bus, is designed to furnish this 
railroad with opequate terminal facili- 
ties with which to handle the large 
quantity of grain seeking a lake outlet 
via Port Arthur. 

The plant is of a modern fire-proof 
character. The Barnett & Record Co. of 
Minneapolis, has the contract, and is 
constructing the 80 circular bins of its 
specially prepared tile. The bins proper 
are 21 feet in diameter and 85 feet deep. 
Additional to these are 63 intermediate 
bins consisting of the interstices be- 
tween the bins proper. The working 
house forming a part of the plant, was 
erected a year ago.

Manitoba 


Special Correspondence 


The flour market has developed no 
new features here. Millis find ready 
sale for all they can produce. Orders 
continue to arrive with gratifying regu- 
ey from Australia and South Africa 
and there is also a steady sprinkling of 
business from other distant parts. he 
market for Manitoba mill products in 
eastern Canada is good and prices both 
there and here are unchanged. Now that 
pet sso is closed, flour shipments 
east have to go forward all rail. Coun- 
try mills are all grinding steadily the 
usualtshift, and big exporting mills are 
working night and day. Prices deliv- 
ered to the trade are: Hungarian pat- 
ent, $2 per sack of 98 lbs; second pat- 
ents, $1.85; strong clears, $1.55; XXXX, 
$1.25. Bran is steady at $15 per ton in 
sacks and shorts at $17 per ton. 

The market for wheat has been steady 
and quiet, with firm prices. No more 
boats were chartered to carry grain from 
lake ports than were aleady arranged 
for last Monday, notwithstanding the 
fact that insurance companies agreed to 
extend the insurance period three days 
fora small advance inthe rates. The 
reason of this was that boats did not 
care to take business, finding more profit 
in carrying ore. Several boats cleared 
from Fort William and Port Arthur with 
wheat Dec. 5, at 6 o’clock, on which day 
insurance ceased excepting for the spe- 
cial terms referred to. 

The elevators at lake ports will now 
fifl up with wheat and the eastward 
movement of wheat will cease until next 
May. Country elevators are nearly all 
full and a serious blockade is in sight, 
as farmers have no storage accommoda- 
tion worth mentioning. The total 
amount of wheat shipped east from lake 
ports since Sept. 1 is 16,962,700 bus. A 
year — the figures were 11,730,000 bus. 

The increase shown is not so impor- 
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tant as it looks, as the figures given in- 
clude the work of two railroads, where- 
as last year there was only one road 
shipping to Canadian pee? the Cana- 
dian Northern wheat all going over the 
Northern Pacific to Duluth, This year 
this oomenny had its own port on 
Thunder Bay. At the close of business 
on Saturday the price of No. 1 hard 
wheat in store Fort William or Port Ar- 
thur was 69c, a decline of 2c during the 
week,the new figure representing all 
rail or winter value. No. 1 northern 
was worth 67c and No. 2 northern, 65%c.

There were 2,089,340 bus of wheat in 
store at Canadian lake ports Nov. 30. 

The quantity of wheat in store in west- 
ern Canada at the close of navigation 
was Spore 13,000,000 bus, as 
against 11,403,000 last year and 3,875,000 
two years ago.

Northern Railway Co. elevator at Port 
Arthur hope to have that structure ready

The Ontario milling situation im- 
proved somewhat last week. Colder 
weather brought an increase in farmers’ 
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deliveries of wheat sufficient to more 
than supply local milling demands and 
to result in a drop in prices. Deliveries 
have been comparatively small, but 
will steadily increase, the ground being 
too solidly frozen to permit outside 
work. Millers who could not get sup- 
plies owing to scarcity of cars, until 
last week were bidding up local wheat 
at the mills, but have been unable to 
absorb the increased deliveries, and last 
week prices at country elevators dropped 
le to 1c. 

Local demand for flour continues to 
hold, with the price unchanged. Ex- 
porters, owing to a slight advance in 
cabled bids, were enabled to sell again 
to Great Britain. The price of Ontario 
so pa during the week advanced 3d, 

eing now 19s 9d@20s c.i.f. Flour is 
steady. Ontario 90 per cent patents, in 
buyers’ bags east or middle freights, are 
quoted unchanged at $2.70. Choice 
brands as usual are held from 15c to 20c 
higher. Millfeed is rather easier, show- 
ing a 50c drop on the week for both 
shorts and bran. Shorts are quoted at 
$16 per car lots. Bran in bulk, east or 
middle freights, is quoted at $14. 

FROM THE TRADE 

D. Plewes, flour exporter, writes: 
There has been a slightly better demand 
for Ontario flour for export. A small 
advance in cabled bids has enabled us 
to send a few lots to Great Britain. Mill- 
ers report that deliveries by farmers 
have increased somewhat and flour is 
offered a little more freely than a weék 
ago. 

John Melady of L. Coffee & Co., grain 
exporters, writes: There is absolutely 
no demand for Ontario wheat for export, 
but a good demand in the local market. 
Our advices by cable are that Europe 
has sufficient soft wheat, Ontario grades, 
to keep her supplied for the winter 
months. Some consignments were made 
earlier in the season to Mediterranean 
ports, but these have ceased.

Condition of Winter Wheat 


The government weather bulletin in 
its report of conditions up to Dec. 1, 
says: Reports generally represented 
winter wheat in very promising condi- 
tion. With ample moisture and excep- 
tionally mild temperatures through No- 
vember, the crop made rapid advance- 
ment, and too rank growth is very gen- 
erally reported from the central valleys, 
Oklahoma and Texas. In the early- 
sown, the Hessian fly sppeners exten- 
sively, but this pest had not affected 
the late-sown, which constitutes much 
the greater part of the total acreage. In 
Texas some fields of the early-sown 
were from 12to 18 inches high and lia- 
ble to injury from cold. On the north 
Pacific coast the weather was very un- 
favorable for seeding. 





Argentine wheat shipments for the 
season have been 18,920,000 bus, against 
30,834,000 last year. The visible supply 
is 185,000, against 770,000 a year ago. 
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There was no time lost last week by 
the three local mills; in fact two were 
in operation during the last two Sun- 
days in an effort to turn out all the flour 
possible before the advance in freights 
today. The production of flour was 
31,225 bbls, a trifle more than in the 
week before. Inthe corresponding week 
a year ago 23,600 bbls were made. 

he same information relative to the 
flour market embodied in the report 
from Chicago last week, would again 
express the exact conditions prevalent 
this week, for there is practically no 
change in the situation. Flour prices 
are the same and the demand remains 
quiet. If there is any change it is a 
smaller inquiry than a week ago. 

Buyers here are indifferent and say 
they do not need flour, much preferring 
to wait until after New Year’s day for 
two reasons, one, a wish to have light 
stocks on hand, when the year ends, the 
other a desire to see what the wheat 
market will do at that time. 

From the local millers’ point of view 
there is little of interest to report. The 
have exerted every effort to save the ad- 
ditional five cents a barrel on freight 
that will be added after today, due to 
the advance in rates made by the east- 
ern lines, and with no general disposi- 
tion on the part of buyers to purchase 
flour the millers have given more atten- 
tion to routing than to new orders. 

So far as the foreign trade is concerned 
there is nothing encouraging to report. 
City millers occasionally book a small 
line of first clear to Holland that nets 
around $2.50 bulk at the mills but aside 
from such transactions it is only a rare 
instance when a sale of a round lot of 
any grade is worked. One miller in 
speaking of the situation Saturday said 
he had not booked a sack for export in 
three months. Although ocean freights 
are low and there have not been heavy 
exports of flour from this section lately 
exporters claim they are simply unable 
to obtain bids from the importer that 
are sufficiently high for acceptance. 

City millers are asking today $3.30@ 
3.35 per bbl bulk for first spring patents 
with more finding a sale at $3.30 than at 
the higher quotation. For northwestern 
grades the values for patents range from 
$3.30 to $3.55 bulk. But values cut little 
figure here now, for buyers are notin 
want of flour. 

Hard winters from Kansas are firm 
in price, the range being from $3.30 
to $3.40 per bbl bulk for the best 
grades of patents. Owing to the ad- 
vance of freights Dec. 15 of two cents 
per hundred pounds from Kansas points 
the millers in that state have urged 
buyers here, with orders booked for 
hard winters, to furnish ~———— direc- 
tions at once so as to have the flour en 
route by Dec. 15. Soft winters range in 
price according to location of mills. 
Some southern Illinois patents have 
found a sale here at $3.40 jute, including 
commission. 

Stocks of flour here Dec. 1, were 38,700 
bbls; Nov. 1, 38,200 bbls; Dec. 1, 1901, 
44,500 bbls; Dec. 1, 1900, 46,700 bbls; and 
Dec. 1, 1899, 51,500 bbls. Minneapolis 
brands are not exactly steady; they are 
reported as selling at $4@4.20 per bbl in 
wood, jobbers’ price. 

THE FLOUR STORAGE QUESTION 

Friday a Chicago storage company, 
which has a house on the north side, in 
which flour is the principal commodity 
stored, sent out notice that no further 
storage could be accepted owing to the 
house being loaded to the guards. This 
is due to the railroads entering Chicago 
refusing free storage after 96 hours, 
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which rule became effective Sept. 1. 
Saturday a meeting of the local flour 
men was held in the office of R. W. 
Rathborne, Board of Trade flour inspec- 
tor, to discuss ways and means to pres- 
ent to the railroad officials their griev- 
ances and to attempt to get an extension 
of time for storage. The dealers, almost 
to aman, are firmly convinced that 96 
hours is far too short a time for the 
handling of flour in Chicago. 

It is hinted that the roads intend to re- 
duce the time limit to 48 hours April 1, 
as announced when the new rule was 
made late in August. If this plan is 
carried out many believe the flour busi- 
ness of Chicago is doomed, so far as cer- 
tain handlers are concerned, for even 
now with 96 hours the complaints are by 
no means few of the effect the rule is 
having in turning trade to those, who, 
it is said, are being favored in the free 
storage of flour. 

There is no question that the rule is 
too rigid, especially for the dealer with- 
out a storage house. The congested 
freight yards and the failure of the 
roads to place cars for unloading when 
notices are received, inability to get 
flour inspected in the time given, and 
— other hindrances met with are 
proof that four days’ time is too short a 
period. There is not a dealer in Chica- 
go who would not sign an agreement or 
give his word to remove flour say within 
ten days. 

Local millers are taking no interest 
in the troubles of the dealers because 
they can not see wherein they would be 
benefited by so doing and so few of the 
northwestern millers have done little or 
nothing in the matter. 


PROCEEDINGS OF DIRECTORS’ MEETING 


A general letter is being sent out, this 
week, by the Millers’ National Federa- 
tion to millers giving, in brief, some of 
the principal subjects discussed at the 
directors’ meeting held here Nov. 21, 
and asking the cooperation of millers in 
all sections in the support of numerous 
issues of importance to millers general- 
ly. lt reads as follows: 

The wheat crops of the United States 
for the years 1901 and 1902 produce a su- 
perior quality of flour unsurpassed b 
any in the world, both as to strengt 
and color. The mills of America are the 
most perfect and complete in every de- 
tail. The millers of this — are in- 
telligent and progressive. Our facilities 
for peers the highest quality of flour 
at the minimum cost are unequaled. 

Notwithstanding these natural ad- 
vantages our exports during the seven 
months from April to October, 1902, to 
the United Kingdom alone have de- 
creased 1,362,857 bbls; this would be at 
the rate of 2,336,322 bbis per annum, 

There must be reasons for this deplor- 
able condition. They are easily dis- 
covered. 

The imposition of a higher registra- 
tion duty on flour than on wheat im- 
ported to the United Kingdom; the dis- 
crimination practiced by the steamship 
companies in charging a much higher 
rate of freight on flour than on wheat for 
export; the excessive London landing 
charges; the discrimination formerly 
practiced by the inland transportation 
companies in charging a higher rate of 
freight on flour than on wheat for export 
and the lack of reciprocity treaties be- 
tween the United States and foreign 
countries, are the direct causes for this 
decrease in export. 

Through the efforts of the Millers’ Na- 
tional Federation on May 13, 1902, the 
Central Traffic Association of the east- 
ern and western trunk lines established 
a more equitable and reasonable differ- 
ential rate of freight between flour and 
wheat for export. 

At a meeting of the board of directors 
held in Chicago Noy. 21, 1902, it was re- 
solved to request each member of the 
Federation to write to the United States 
senators from his state, urging them to 
vote for the confirmation of the reciproc- 
ity treaties now —e in the Senate, 
and requesting them to urge our govern- 
ment to negotiate new reciprocity treat- 
ies with foreign countries, not included 
among those reported to the Senate by 
Commissioner Kasson, with a view of 
extending the markets for American 
manufactured flour; and to telegraph 
or write the several representatives in 
the lower house of Congress, from his 
state, to vote for the bill amending the 
Harter act so as to abolish the obnox- 
ious London landing clause. 

These issues are of vital importance 
to the milling interest of this country, 
and we, therefore ask you to communi- 
cate with your senators and representa- 
tives immediately, as the present ses- 
sion of Congress terminates March, 1903, 
so it behooves us to act without delay. 

A comittee was appointed also to in- 
vestigate the subject of extending our 
market for American manufactured flour 
in foreign countries and to recommend 
ways and means by which this can be 
accomplished, and to report to the next 
meeting of the board of directors.

Milling Co. was in Chicago Monday 
looking up freight and other business 
matters. In speaking of the possibili- 
ties of his company rebuilding its mill 
which burned a few weeks ago, he said 
it was possible that it would take a 
building formerly used by it for mill- 
ing, and would remove it to a suitable 
location on the main line of the Chica- 
20, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad and 
operate it by electric power. The com- 
pany will not decide fully for afew “ore 
whether it will or will not rebuild. The 
fire occurred at a very inconvenient time 
owing to its products being largely rye 
and buckwheat flour.

ing flour from Chicago to eastern mar- 
kets. This condition of affairs is due to 
the western roads refusing to codperate 
with the eastern lines because, the west- 
ern Officials say, they are forced to give 
Minneapolis and other millers in the 
northwest thirty days’ notice prior to 
an advance. If this is the custom the 
local Te asks why it should not ap- 
ply to this market? The three mills 

ave been running night and day since 
the advance in rates was announced, 
but the time was far too short in which 
to get eastern tonnage in on the lower 
rates. The last boats left here late in 
the week. Insurance expired Friday. 


U. G. Powell of the Lincoln (Neb.) 
Mill Co., and the Hastings (Neb.) Roll- 
er Mills, attended the live stock show 
in Chicago last week. Mr. Powell said 
that business had been so good lately 
his mills were not seeking trade to any 
extent in this market. From the south- 
east and abroad they have had an ex- 
cellent demand for flour while their 
feeds have sold freely to western mar- 
kets, Denver especially, owing to the 
light crop in Colorado. Their first ex- 
port flour shipment via New Orleans 
was made recently, and at a rate full 
five cents per 100 lbs less than via east- 
ern ports. He believed, from informa- 
tion received by others doing an export 
business that the time of transit to Lon- 
don and Liverpool can be equaled if 
not reduced via the southern route. 
Other shippers have found that it re-

ports is from 53 to 55 days. Mr. Powell 
said both of his mills expect to obtain 
sufficient local wheat for their use.

The Milwaukee flour market was very 
dull last week and prices were shaded 
about five cents a barrel for hard spring 

atents in wood, the closing figures be- 

ng $3.80@3.90. Trade was extremely 
slow, and trate bought meavine yA with 
a view to filling only their most impera- 
tive needs, while the export business 
was reduced to a minimum. Explana- 
tory of the conditions which have pre- 
vailed during the week, one Milwaukee 
miller said the demand was limited 
chiefly because domestic dealers were 
preparing to take stock prior to the holi- 
ays, when they want to keep their sup- 
plies at as low an ebb as possible. 

Two weeks ago eastern houses were 
asking to have their shipments burried 
forward with all possible dispatch, but 
during the last week Milwaukee millers 
have been in receipt of telegrams and 
letters requesting them to defer shipping 
until after the first of the new year. All 
of the eastern lines have had their ca- 
pacity taxed, however, during the week, 
as shipments were very heavy in antici- 
pation of the advance in freight rates. 

There was some export demand, but 
it was limited to a few acceptances from 
the United Kingdom for patents. For- 
eigners are distrustful of the situation, 
according to the advices which Milwau- 
kee millers have received, and in antic- 
ss of being able to make their pur- 
chases at lower prices, are holding off 
and demanding concessions which mill- 
ers decline to meet. 

The production of flour in Milwaukee 
last week was smaller than during the 
preseaen week. The total was 37,650 

bls, against 45,600 the week before, 45,- 
750 last year and 23,700 in 1900. 

Receipts and shipments both were 
larger than during eee week 
and last year as well. ceipts for six 
days were 130,325 bbls, against 110,130 
the week previous and 47,375 last year. 
Since Jan. 1 the total was 3,518,225 bbls, 
against 2,846,580 in 1901. Shipments last 
week were 158,840 bbls, against 123,211 
the week preceding and 136,230 last year, 
and since Jan. 1 were 4,092,574 bbls, 
against 3,872,543 in 1901. Shipments 
eastward included 16,525 bbls by rail, 
16,910 across the lake, 100,480 to Buffalo, 
21,840 to Erie, 2,245 to Fairport and 890 to 
Ogdensburg.

week were 356 tons, against 594 the week 
before and since Jan. 1 were 31,677 tons. 
Shipments for the week were 6,952 tons, 
against 4,580 the bopper ‘week and 
since Jan. 1 were 177,326 tons.

War between the eastern and western 
lines began today. and will continue un- 
til Jan. 1, owing to the refusal of the 
western lines to consent to an advanced 
rate on grain and grain products to the 
eastern trunk line points, and the re- 
fusal of the eastern lines to accept east- 
bound shipments unless their advanced 
rate is guaranteed by the western roads. 
Today the new rate of 20c for domestic 
oe and 17%c for export on grain 
and grain products goes into effect in 
spite of the objections of the millers 
and western railroads.

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson’s an- 
nual report says the fixed capital invest- 
ed in agriculture in the United States is 
about $20,000,00C,000, or four times the 
amount invested in manufactures, 
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In the week ended Dec. 6, St. Louis 
mills produced 35,400 bbls, compared 
with 34,500 the week previous. Outside 
mills, the output of which is sold from 
St. Louis, made 37,500 bbls, against 34,- 
750 the week before. 

The volume of trade in flour in this 
city last week was limited to a light do- 
mestic movement, principally of soft 
wheat make, and a few lots both hard 
and soft to wee markets, all of which 
were sold on a close margin of profit to 
sellers, who, however, would have been 
willing to operate more extensively on 
a like basis rather than wait for better 
profits. On account of the continued 
dullness several local millers are seri- 
ously contemplating cutting down their 
output, and it would not be oe 
if the total output here this week woul 
show a reduction of one-third. There is 
however, an indication of a revival of 
trade in that more foreign bids were re- 
ceived than for at least two weeks. 
Whether or not these cables were sent 
out as‘'feelers’’ and will be followed up 
by better offers, probably on a working 
basis—the bids were very close to that 
point—remains to be seen. Opinions 
are about evenly divided on this point 
and the millers who fail to look at it as 
a favorable indication, the awakening 
will have to come quickly or the rolls 
will cease to grind. 

All needed repairs have been made 
during the period of dullness and every 
plant in this city is in shape to run to 
the limit, and this may be given as one 
of the many reasons why their owners 
would be willing to operate on the large 
sales and small profits plan. The large 
deliveries on December wheat contracts 
has not benefited millers to the extent 
that they can buy milling grades of 
wheat any cheaper in this market, and 
the argument that there would oer ae: 
of cheap wheat for sale after Dec. 1, 
which was advancing some, has been 
squashed. 

he mills are nearly sold up on feeds 
and few, if any, of them would sell 
ahead without having some strong as- 
surance of an improvement in the flour 
trade. Shippers of millfeeds showed 
their willingness to buy lots for imme- 
diate Lens regan but it required some in- 
ducement to get them to figure on lots 
which could not go out on the old rate of 
freight. Theonly shipping demand for 
feeds came from the east, as southern 
and southwestern buyers of feeds are 
still buying corn at prices relatively 
cheaper than mill products command.

O. M. Friend, manager of the Hanni- 
bal (Mo.) Milling Co. and president of 
the Fraternity of Operative Millers of 
America, was in this sf last Thursday. 
Mr. Friend said his mill had been kept 
running full time on old orders, but a 
slow-down is in prospect. 

Deliveries of wheat on December con- 
tracts in St. Louis so far amount to more 
than a million bushels, most of which 
will, it is said, be shipped out as fast as 
the railroads furnish cars. Accordin 
to well posted pg a large share o 
this amount will go to Ohio and Indiana 
millers. 

E. P. Bronson, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager, Cumberland Mills, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., who was here last week, 
said he could not give a glowing ac- 
count of the milling business in his 
fgets & Unless trade increases soon 
it will be useless to operate his plant 
full time, but when the south resumes 
buying, orders will come with a rush. 

A meeting of stockholders of the Co- 
lumbia Biscuit Co., to which incorpora- 
tion papers were issued by the secretary 
of state last Thursday, will be held ear- 
ly this week, and itis thought one of 
the several buildings under considera- 
tion will be selected for use as a factory, 
and arrangements made for furnishing 
it. Itis announced that the company 
will be ready for business within 60 
days, indicat ng that plans have been 
perfected, and the selection of the fur- 
nisher made. 

The following is the Missouri state 
report on the condition of wheat: Warm, 
showery weather caused wheat to make 
vigorous growth, but some counties 
complain the plants are being injured 
by rust. Much of the early-sown, par- 
ticularly in the central and southern 
sections, has been damaged by fly, and 
in portions of Jasper county some fields 
partly destroyed by a green louse. The 
greater part of the crop, however, was 
sown late, and is generally reported to 
be in excellent condition. n some 
counties wheat is becoming too rank 
and is being pastured. 

Clay Coleman of Buenos Aires, Ar- 
gentine Republic, was a visitor on the 
exchange last week. Mr. Coleman was 
formerly a resident of St. Louis, but 
seven years ago determined to seek new 
fields and for the last five years has 
been engaged in the mercantile business 
at Buenos Aires, to which city he will 
shortly return. In speaking of the wheat 
crop Mr. Coleman said there had been 
too much rain at harvest time and he 
fears the Argentine will not have much 
of an export surplus this crop year, bas- 
ing his opinion on the fact that wheat 
which is the least damaged by moisture 
can not safely cross the equator without 
reaching this country unfit for any pur-

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Flour trade last week was much affect- 
ed by the oe advance in freight 
rates. Foreign business on the new ba- 
sis was practically impossible. Cable 
bids were not high enough to permit ac- 
ceptance on the old basis, to say noth- 
ing of attempting to figure on higher 
carrying charges. Bids from the other 
side were on a basis of 20s 6d@20s 9d 
London, but what little business was 
put through was to cther than British 
markets and practically nothing was 
sold to the London market itself. A lit- 
tle flour was sold early in the week 
where it was possible to get billing in 
before today. Eastern domestic busi- 
ness was alsointerfered with by the rate 
situation. 

The cash wheat market here was firm 
for milling grades, and there was in- 
creased scarcity of good milling sam- 
ples. Local millers have fair stocks of 
wheat and are not dependent upon the 
present market for supplies but are not 
oo to buy the best offerings. 

illfeed was steady, with good de- 
mand for local uses and for southern 
shipment. Some was also worked to 
the eastward. The cold snap lent zest 
to the local demand and most Kansas 
mills had home use for about all offal. 

Mills generally are making good time, 
—most of them running the full twenty- 
four hours.

Rail- 
way representatives here steadfastly 
maintained that the advances ordered 
would surely become effective on Dec. 8 
and 15 respectively, and shippers gener- 
ally accepted the assurances and based 
forward business on the new tariffs. 
Nevertheless very few of them thor-

will become effective immediately and 
there are — things in the situation 
to lend color to this view. The situa- 
tion in the northwest is being watched 
with interest, for it is believed that the 
a gl bookings of orders by mills there 
will result in a postponement of the por- 
tion of the advance east of the Missis- 
sippiriver. In fact shippers there are 
being relied upon todo whatever is pos- 
sible to have the new tariffs deferred in 
their enforcement, and no action has 
been taken here. 

On Friday and Saturday, however, 
millers interested themselves more in 
confronting the situation and it is pos- 
sible that some action will be taken to- 
—. There are ey. no contracts 
existing here for December shipment; 
it is not doubted that those in existence 
will be protected by the western lines 
and eastern roads will, of course, protect 
them. The advance to the Missisippi 
river is of much more moment to mill- 
ers and shippers here than is the raise 
in eastern rates, and is causing much 
greater disturbance.

A. J. Hunt, president of the New Era 
Milling Co., Arkansas City, Kansas, 
was here last week. He thinks that the 
acreage sown to wheat in southern Kan- 
sas is greater than a year ago, and says 
the present condition of the growing 
ge is as good as could be asked for. 

e anticipates difficulty in getting 
sufficient supplies of wheat later in the 
season, but is ag | no trouble just 
now and is runnin ull time on orders 
almost altogether domestic. 

The Moffat Commission Co., Kansas 
City, says: During the last week the 
market has been draggy except on the 
best grades of milling wheat. On that 
the demand is very urgent and as there 
are few spots in Kansas that raised 
good wheat this year and since the Kan- 
sas mills are eager buyers of all the 
good wheat at prices above a parity with 
this market, the result is that little 
finds its way in here and this is scram- 
bled for by local millers and millers’ 
representatives. We have bought more 
wheat for mills during the last thirty 
days than ever before in an equal period 
and the amount would have been 
doubled could we have found the wheat. 

There is unusual interest here in the 
cash corn market. Demand for northern 
shipment is the exceptional feature. 
Corn is being Th from Arkansas 
City, Atchison an t. Joseph to points 
on the upper Missouri river, to northern 
Towa and to milling points in Minneso- 
ta. Itis said that the unusual market 
condition arises from the poor quality 
of much of the northern corn and that 
there is probability of the demand from 
the north continuing through the crop 
year. Last year at this time the move- 
ment of Iowa corn to Kansas, Oklaho- 
ma and Missouri was well established, 
and during all of last winter practically 
all the corn received here came from 
Iowa and Nebraska. Corn feed was 
shipped from Chicago to Oklahoma and 
Texas, conditions which this year are 
completely reversed.

Domestic trade in flour in the past week 
has been very fair. No export business 
Te Some inquiry for patent, but bids 
too low for acceptance. Demand for 
bran continues good, while middlings 
are rather slow of sale. 
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The firm tendency of last week has 
continued, though today business has 
been very slack, as was only to be ex- 
pected from the sudden change in the 
weather. Until afew days ago, we had 
with us what promised to be an old- 
fashioned winter; a keen east wind was 
blowing through the streets and hurry- 
ing up the passers by; even the tele- 

raph messengers. In cold weather the 
Bread consumption of London always 
goes up, sometimes to the extentof 15 to 
20 percent. But when a spell of mild, 
muggy weather succeeds frost, there is 
almost always a sharp drop in the de- 
mand for bread. The same thing has 
happened in this case, and during the 
last three days both millers and flour 
factors have been lamenting a-sudden 
cessation of business. Such a state of 
things out of doors could not fail to be 
reflected in the Corn Exchange, and tc- 
day there was little or no business pass- 
ing. 

At the same time, there is no essential 
change ip the situation. The price of 
some wheat is about is 6d higher on the 
last fortnight or three weeks, while 
flour in general is but 6d per sack 
dearer. There is still a great scarcity 
of top spring wheat patents on the spot; 
but for various causes is so dull, that 
the shortage does not cause so much in- 
convenience. But recent shipments 
from the Atlantic ports have been 
larger, and under all the circumstances 
our supply of this description of flour 
should be quite sufficient up to Christ- 
mas and into the early part of January. 
How things may turn out later it would 
not be easy to say, for one reason be- 
cause there seems so much uncertainty 
about the future of American ec. i. f. 
prices. Importers here bitterly com- 
plain of the unaccommodating spirit 
shown by their correspondents on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

This morning a large importer was 
saying that of two things one must hap- 
pen; either American c. i. f. prices must 
give way, or American millers must 
make up their minds to lose their Lon- 
don trade. He spoke no doubt from his 
point of view, but there must be two 
sides toa bargain, and if mills in the 
spring wheat district can not see their 
way just now to putting down prices, it 
is useless to say any more. 

It is, no doubt, much to be regretted 
thai prices of spring wheat flour should 
be heid so high at this particular con- 
juncture, because there is no doubt that 
millers in this city, many of whom have 
their mills in good shape, have been 
making a great deal of hay while the 
sun has been shining. 

In addition to the duty, which has 
been a material help to them, London 
millers have enjoyed, the last six 
months, such a supply of wheat as has 
not perhaps fallen to their lot for many 
years. After-dinner speakers at millers’ 
conventions in this country, have al- 
ways been fond of saying that the Brit- 
ish miller ought to hold his own in com- 
ey ery with the whole world, because 
1e has his pick of all the wheats of the 
world. This is only partially true, and 
as a matter of fact British millers can 
not always get the wheat they want at 
the right prices. Millers in this country, 
and especially in this city, have to com- 
pete almost exclusively with flour 

Now 


milled from hard spring wheat. 
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that wheat is only to be obtained in per- 
fection in Minnesota and the Dakotas 
and in the Canadian northwest. Some- 
times, but not often, British millers can 
get Russian wheat which can be milled 
into acceptable flour; but, in the main, 
if they would compete on even terms 
with American millers, they must have 
hard spring wheat it the right price. 
Within the last six months, this advan- 
tage has been largely vouchsafed to 
them. 

Owing to the abundant harvest of 1901 
in Manitoba, and to the surplus which 
had to be disposed of and could only 
find its way into Great Britain, thanks 
to German discrimination against Cana- 
dian products, millers in this city have 
had their pick, not all the time of 
course, but at several important con- 
junctures, of first-class wheat, such as 
would have gladdened the heart of any 
head miller in Minneapolis, at extreme- 
ly low prices. It has been figured out 
that during last May and June, London 
millers were buying No. 1 northern 
Manitoba, at an eye of ls 6d@2s 
per qr, as compared with the price which 
millers in Minneapolis and Duluth had 
to pay at that time. It is very proba- 
ble that this figuring was not at all ex- 
aggerated. 

Just now, Manitoba wheat is not very 
plentiful on the spot, nor is there very 
much in near positions, but unless the 
Canadian harvest has been altogether 
misrepresented, there can hardly fail to 
be a good supply of such wheat later in 
the season. 

On the other hand, wheat from South 
Russia has been reaching this port quite 
freely, ever since the last harvest, and 
for once ina way the quality has been 
excellent. Millers who attend Mark 
Lane market, are not grumbling at all 
about the quality of this season’s South 
Russian wheat, and this supply, com- 
bined with its moderation in price, is 
an enormous advantage to London mill- 
ers in competing with Minneapolis and 
Duluth.

foreign flour factor. During the last 
four weeks, 73,601 qrs per week of for- 
eign wheat have reached this port, on 
an average, compared with 46,245 sacks 
of foreign flour. The great bulk of this 
wheat, of course, goes into the hands of 
London millers or millers in the Lon- 
don district. That millers in this cit 
have been doing an uncommonly bris 
trade during the past few months, is be- 
yond dispute, but they themselves com- 
plain that little profit has been attached 
to it. If this be so, they are largely to 
blame, because they have been able toa 
certain extent to fix their own prices. 

On Monday last, Nov. 24, the price of 
London-made flour was nominally 
raised sixpence in both grades, bring- 
ing households to 24s 6d, and whites to 
27s 6d per sack of 280lbs. These, how- 
ever, are but nominal figures, the price 
delivered to the baker today averaging 
23s 3d@23s 6d, in the former, and 26s 3d 
(2263 6d in the latter case. Thisisa rise 
of about sixpence on the last fortnight. 
In the top price of flour, there is no 
change, the figure remaining at 29s, but 
this is a high-class article in compara- 
tively limited demand. 

American spring wheat patents are 
about 3d to 6d dearer on the week, but it 
must be confessed that at the higher 
figure, buyers are backward. Today, 
24s 9d ex-store is being asked for two or 
three well-known marks; while for one 
or two brands which are exceedingly 
scarce, 25s and 25s 3d are wanted in the 
same position. Clears are also quite 
scarce and are in more or less demand. 
An advance on all grades of these flours 
may be noted on the week, 20s 3d being 
the current value, ex-ship, of ordinary 
Minnesota firsts. 

English country flour is in very good 
supply, but here, too, prices have gone 
up, a rise of threepence, to occasionally 
sixpence, having been realized at Mon- 
day’s market. Good straight run coun- 
try flour is now held at about 21s to 22s 
6d. The quality of this kind of flour, 
which is popular with London bakers, 
is steadily improving, but even now 
there is considerable irregularity in 
different marks, due no doubt to the 
wide range in the condition and conse- 
quently br res of English wheat. 

The cold winds put a good deal of 
wheat into fair condition, but it is to be 
feared that the relapse to the existing 
mild, drizzling weather, will not help 
farmers forward much. A spell of 
sharp, dry weather after Christmas 
should do something for the quality o 
country flour, and woufd incidentally 
help the American flour factor for rea- 
sons already explained. 

Hungarian flour is also dearer, but 
the advance rather checks business. 
Today 3ls 6d ex-store, was being asked 
for more than one favorite mark, while 
the c. i. f. price, cabled from Budapest, 
is mostly on a full parity with spot val- 
ues. This rise in Hungarians is rather 


a disappointment to some buyers in this 
city, because the news of the good har- 
vest in ery had induced a belief 
that we were at last about to get Hunga- 
rian flour, which, however, is only suit- 
able for a comparatively small trade, at 
more reasonable prices.

Owing to large withdrawals from the 
market to meet the payment of £3,000,000 
worth of treasury bills and to other 
calls, money is in very short supply. 
There is a strong demand, and loans 
can rarely be arranged at under four 
percent. On account of the supply of 
money being so inadequate for the de- 
mand, large sums had to be borrowed 
from the Bank of England. In many 
quarters the opinion prevails that an 
advance in the official bank rate will 
very shortly take place, as the present 
position of the market is very similar 
to that which existed at the time the last 
change was made. The tone of the dis- 
count market is strong and a considera- 
ble advance in rates has been effected 
during the week. Business, however, 
was not very active.

There is much agitation in Germany 
against the government gp any to 
greatly increase the import duties on 
grain on and after Jan. 1, 1904.

LIVERPOOL, NOV. 25 

Wheat has been more active than for a 
long time, and in sympathy with Ameri- 
can markets prices early in the week 
climbed %d per 100 lbs. This advance 
in the last few days has been quite lost, 
leaving values today where they were a 
week ago. 

During the advance flour showed some 
signs of reviving animation, and a fair 
business in all classes is reported, but 
in most cases at concessions from cur- 
rent quotations, the exception being 
high grade springs which, being more 
in request near at hand and not too 
plentiful, commanded full prices. Ar- 
rivals are not in excess of requirements 
to meet forward sales and are passed on 
to consumers from quay. Stocks, there- 
fore, are not aay tnecem and with few 
resellers prices generally are well main- 
tained at last quotations, though the de- 
mand has collapsed with the decline in 
wheat. 

For shipment United States millers 
are very firm and importers are not less 
reserved. The cost is about Is per 280 
lbs too high, in comparison with spot 
values, to induce fresh engagements; in 
fact, trading for the week has been quite 
impossible, 
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Low grade flours are still a scarce 
commodity. Continental low grade is 
coming forward in small quantities and 
selling readily from quay at full prices. 
For shipment higher prices are demanda- 
ed, which prevents business, so that an 
absolute dearth of this article in proba- 
ble in the near future. Some sprin 
second clears just arrived has found 
a quick sale from quay at an extreme 
od ce, and say from Is to Is 6d per 280 

bs above price for shipment, but there 
is so little confidence in the future that 
the latter does not attract buyers. 

Pacific flours, owing to the advance 
on other flours, have been moving in 
larger quantities at late quotations, but 
holders are now ineffectually trying to 
get another sixpence per lbs. Hun. 
garian flour is very slow at the late ad- 
vance and millers having a good home 
demand are not pressing sellers. Un- 
less they climb down considerably their 
outletin this country must diminish. 
French flours seems to be on ‘all fours”’ 
with Hungarian for the present. Home 
millers have made no further change in 
their limits and though kept busy with 
old contracts have not found business 
so brisk since they advanced prices 6d 
per 280 lbs a week ago.

Town-made flour, however, 
has been advanced sixpence per sack of 
280 lbs, the quotation being from 24s to 
24s 6d. The local flour millers are pres- 
ently having the better of it over their 
American competitors. 

European round corn has been steady 
at 15s per 280 lbs. The millers have 
been unvarying for the American de- 
scriptions which should be here in the 
first week in December. The Danubian 
kinds do not give such good results as 
the American. A large quantity of the 
corn ground is despatched to the west- 
ern Highlands. There has not been so 
much doing in American corn for nearly 
a year as there has been during the last 
few days. All feedingstuffs are steady.

25: The improvement noted last week 
has made no further progress; indeed 
values of wheat today are barely so good 
as they were a week ago, and our mar- 
ket does not seem at all disposed to fol- 
low the American lead. There is no im- 
provement in the demand for flour. Cer- 
tainly sellers holding crane dl at last 
week’s prices, and are not disposed to 
yield, but flour buyers are apparently 
quite indifferent and not in the least in- 
clined to buy more than for immediate 
requirements. Occasionally an advance 
of sixpence a sack for American flour 
has been asked, but in no case has it 
come to our knowledge that higher 
prices have actually been paid. On the 
other hand, American millers have ad- 
vanced their prices smartly, and are 
generally about a shilling a sack dearer 
on the week. This, however, has only 
led to a total cessation of buying for 
shipment, and one of two things must 
happen; either our market must ad- 
vance, for which there does not seem to 
be much prospect, or else American 
mills have to come down considerably 
in their prices. What doubtless keep 
our market in check and exercise a pow- 
erful influence on it are the brilliant 
prospects of the Argentine wheat crop, 
which is now rapidly maturing. <Ac- 
cording to latest information, the export 
surplus hence promises to be one of 
the largest on record, and will run 
from 8,000,000 to 9,000,000 - qrs as a proba- 
ble minimum or a possible maximum of 
11,000,000 qrs. A large yield in Argenti- 
na is now assured, but the condition of 
the crop will of course depend on the 
weather of the next 30 or 40 days. 


John Jackson & Co., Glasgow, Nov. 
25: The market has been quiet, and 
what business has been done was ata 
fractional advance. Buyers hesitate to 
follow the advance. Supplies have been 
plentiful. 


Dunlop Bros., Glasgow, Nov. 19: The 
steady advance in American markets 
during the last week has imparted firm- 
ness to trade here, and there has been a 
better inquiry for speng wheat and Min- 
nesota flour at some improvement on 
late prices. Arrivals are light of maize, 
and moderate of other articles. 


Altona Brtos., Rotterdam, Nov. 25: We 
have experienced very severe winter 
weather here, Which has closed nearly 
all inland navigation. The demand for 
flour on the spot has-been very active, 
and higher figures have been paid. The 
frosty weather has spoiled large quanti- 
ties of turnips and other root products, 
which had not been taken under shelter. 
The damage done will soon be ascer- 
tained now that the weather is again 
milder, but it is feared that it will be 
large. Wheat did not meet with mych 
attention, buyers keeping aloof. Flour 
is firm, but c. i. f. prices are above buy- 
ers’ ideas.

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‘THE WORLD’S WHEAT 


By J. W. RUSH, LONDON, ENG. 


The London wheat market continues 
to be the one market in Europe which 
exhibits unusual strength; the demand 


is evidently fully equal to the supply, 


and prices today are sixpence higher on 
the week. This, of course, refers to our 
spot market in Mark Lane. In other 
respects the trade is quiet with very lit- 
tle change in prices and with very little 
disposition to purchase speculatively 
for distant shipments. The probability 
of large shipments from Argentina in 
the first half of next year must be kept 
in view by those who would endeavor 
to — the probable future of wheat 
prices. 

As I pointed out last week, this coun- 
eA will, in all probability, have a sur- 
plus of 10,000,000 qrs, and it has been 
shown by experience that a large sur- 

lus in Argentina has a greater depress- 

ng influence, for its extent, than simi- 
lar conditions in any other country, be- 
cause of the urgent necessity of dispos- 
ing of that surplus. 

t the same time, it is now tolerably 
clear that the United Kingdom will re- 
quire to import more foreign wheat than 
was anticipated early in the season, 
when it was believed that 24,000,000 qrs 
would suffice. Today, there is every 
reason to believe that the smog oy Ay b 
imported will not be less than 24,500,000. 

ermany, on the contrary, has a very 
large — this year, the condition of 
which will pow be improving, so that 
the requirements of foreign wheat in 
that country are not likely to be equal 
to the rate of the imports during the last 
three months, during which, as in Eng- 
land, the bad condition of the home- 
grown wheat has necessitated an unusu- 
ally large admixture of foreign wheat.

If to these figures be added the im- 
ports of the remaining countries in Eu- 
rope, the returns for which are not yet 
available, it would be found that the 
rate of imports this season has been 
about 60,000,000 per annum, whereas 
there is no reason to believe that the re- 
quirements for the whole season will 
exceed 50,000,000 qrs. The result, of 
course, is that with the exception of the 
United Kingdom, the various countries 
neve anticipated their wants rather too 
reely. 

The feature of the season continues to 
be the extraordinary eggs of the 
Roumanian and Danubian shipments.

The export flour trade of San Francis- 
co, despite the fact that China has taken 
a amaller quantity than usual, shows a 
decided increase over the movement of 
November, 1901. Total exports for the

South America 7,542, Central America 
7,319, and Japan 468. Shipments to Chi- 
na have been decreasing steadily for a 
month, the last steamer taking only 
8,100 bbis, which is about half an aver- 
age cargo. The steamer Arab, however 
is now iy gn to load a full cargo ot 
50,000 bbls to be shipped by the Sperry 
company to Hongkong. The shipments 
of the first five months of the present 
season fall 100,000 bbls below the total of 
last year at this time. Shipments to 
China are 20,000 bbls less, to Manila 30,- 


000 less, to South America 30,000 less and ~ 


to Central America 20,000 less.

Demand for flour and wheat for oo 
ment to Australia received a slight 
check early this week on reports that 
Argentina cargoes were offering for the 
Antipodes at much lower rates than 
have been quoted for Walla Walla or 
bluestem from Portland or Puget sound. 
Three cargoes of wheat were sold here 
for Sydney last week, but nothing has 
been reported this week. South Africa 
is still in the market for flour and is 
also —-s some wheat. The bread- 
stuffs sent from north Pacific ports have 
met with a good reception in South Afri- 
ca and even should the influence of a 
good crop in Argentina be felt in other 
quarters, itis hardly probable that it will 
cut Oregon and Washington out-of this 
new field which is proving a big factor 
in the distribution of wheat and flour 
this season. December shipments of 
wheat and fiour to the Cape of Good 
ng Ae this port alone will exceed 
500 bus. 

Wheat prices which have been away 
out of line with those prevailing in Eu- 
rope and the east have dropped back a 
little, and today, the cereal is not in de- 
mand at 72c for Walla Walla and 8lc for 
bluestem, although these figures are 
from two to four cents under the prices 
paid two weeks ago. Sales are few in 
number, as holders seem to believe that 
better prices will prevail later in the 
season. As matters now look, the wheat 
will be more thoroughly cleaned out of 
the country by March 1 than ever before 
on a corresponding date. 

¥* * 

Ocean freights continue down at about 
the lowest notch on record, and a ship 
was fixed a few days ago at 16s 3d for 
the United Kingdom. This figure has 
been beaten in San Francisco but for 
Portland it is a new low-rate record.

A few 
sales were made tothe domestic trade 
Friday and Saturday based on advance 
in freights. The advices indicate that 
stocks of flour abroad are small, and 
some of the millers are anticipating re- 
newed active buying to replenish. 

Millfeed demand is more active at 
last week’s prices, and in some cases 
an advance has been obtained. The 
wheat market has been erratic, but ata 
narrow range in prices, the close being 
14c under a week ago. Advances have 
been met by liberal selling. Millers 
are getting from the interior about half 
as much as they are now grinding. 
There is a small car-lot demand for No. 
3 red from interior mills, but no other 
shipping inquiry or demand here. Re- 
ceipts were 159 cars, against 187 the pre- 
vious week. The total stock here Dec. 1 
was 1,065,000 bus, an increase of 82,000 
over the previous week, but will show a 
reduction from now on, as millers are 
withdrawing the wheat delivered to 
them on December contracts. The stock 
given does not include millers’ hold- 
ings. 

Corn is not coming forward so freely 
as expected, but is meeting a sharp de- 
mand from eastern buyers, and the cold 
weather is improving the condition very 
materially.

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In the week ended Dec. 6, Indianapo- 
lis mills produced 12,930 bbls, compared 
with 12,930 the week previous, and 10,- 
560 a year ago. 

Indianapolis mills experienced a 
slight improvement in the general mill- 
ing situation last week over that of the 
week before. Conditions were so bad a 
week ago that they must needs change 
for the Better if at all and mills continue 
to operate. Although somewhat con- 
tradictory to the foregoing statement it 
must be admitted that dullness con- 
tinues to prevail in the domestic flour 
market, while the export situation has 
mene pe | pulled itself together to ad- 
mit of booking a few new orders; but 
most of the offers from abroad are be- 
low cost of production. It takes time 
for foreign buyers to rise to the occa- 
sion, but if they continue at the rate 
they are going, ten days hence will land 
them near the purchasing goal. 

The advance in freight rates must now 
be taken into consideration by buyers 
when making bids, otherwise the mill- 
ers will have to wait until the buyers 
are ready, as mills are selling on close 
margins. 

Wheat offerings during the last week 
were quite light. Last Saturday from 
72c to 72%c was paid for No. 2 red. 

Millfeed is in good demand at better 

rices than a week ago. Last Saturday 
it was quoted at $14.50/@14.80 per ton for 
eastern shipment, with $1.25 additional 
for sacked feed.

The characteristic feature of the flour 
market in this section during the last 
week has been a lack of activity, not- 
withstanding the near approach of the 
Christmas holidays. While no decided 
change has been made in values, there 
has been a readjustment of quotations 
which show an advance on low grades. 
Upon this new basis best patents are 
selling at $3.70 per bbl; choice at $3.10, 
with the usual differentials for interme- 
diate grades. The Liberty mill is run- 
ning full time and the Cumberland fif- 
teen hours, but have enough orders to 
absorb their entire output; in fact the 
Cumberland’s orders exceed output and 
in order to meet the demand it is en- 
croaching upon its surplus. The Liber- 
ty has not been able to create any sur- 
plus since the Model mill fire which 
wiped out its previous accumulation, 
but no complaint is heard on this ac- 
count. 

The local trade is fully up to normal, 
but there is practically no foreign move- 
ment and millers must depend solely 
upon local and domestic sales to move 
output. The indications are that move- 
ment will oo re within the next ten 
days, as Christmas trade has hardl 
opened. After the holidays there will 
be a season of dullness, but millers ex- 
pect this to be followed by a revival 
soon after New Year’s. 

The wheat market is far from active. 
In truth, it is rather dull and movement 
is wholly confined to the needs of the 
mills. here is no speculative demand, 
dealers generally holding off for future 
developments. Values are firm and un- 
changed from previous quotations, mill- 
ers are still paying from 77c to 78e for

There was a little more gotng in flour 
the last half of the week, chiefly at 
slight concessions and based on 4 
ment before the advance in freight is 
effective. Spring patent and clear re- 
ceived the most attention, the latter 
grade especially being offered cheaper 
and more freely by some of the mills 
than heretofore. The buying, which was 
scattered and moderate, was actuated 
by a desire to save the extra cost in 
transportation and not inthe least by an 
actual need for stuff. In fact the rapid- 
ity with which the visible supply of 
wheat in this country is piling up is 
causing most dealers to go slow in the 
matter of buying flour. ‘‘If the visible 
can increase at its present rate in the 
face of heavy milling and large ex- 
ports,”? say the buyers, ‘twhat will it 
do when the mills slow down and the 
clearances fall off or when the dullness 
usually incident to the winter season 
sets in?”’ 

It is also the impression that mills 
generally are providing against spring 
premiums by carrying larger stocks of 
wheat than usual and that this in itself 
will prevent any material advance in 
flour. Some buyers believe that the ad- 
vance in freight will come off the price 
of wheat and flour, while others claim 
that in view of their holdings they will 
have no occasion to re-enter the market 
until after the turn of the year.

While not officially announced, 
it is generally conceded that James C. 
Gorman is to be retained as manager of 
the Baltimore business. The consoli- 
dation will not affect the identity of the 
properties absorbed, as it is the inten- 
tion to operate each line in the combina- 
tion under the same name as heretofore. 

It seems that the committees on com- 
merce in the -United States Senate and 
House have taken up the bill to provide 
a deeper waterway from Baltimore to 
the sea and that Senator McComas of 
Marlyand is interesting himself in the 
project, and will urge action at this ses- 
sion of Congress. The channel to this 
port now is 30 feet deep and 600 feet 
wide, whereas that desired and for which 
the necessary appropriation is asked is 
one 35 feet «' and 1,000 feet wide to 
extend from the harbor to the capes. 
The improvement is regarded as abso- 
lutely essential to Baltimore’s progress, 
in view of the requirements of modern 
ships and the fact that this is to be the 
eastern terminus of the Wabash or Gould 
system of railroads.

196 lbs in wood. Another buyer told me 
he paid $3.50 on track for 90 percent laid 
down, but that he considered he had 
given too much as he had been offered 
the same flour later at $3.40. .It will be 
seen from this that the winter wheat 
flour situation is a very unsettled one at 
the present time. 

Spring wheat flours present a much 
steadier aspect in this respect and de- 
mand for them is good at prices former- 
ly quoted. First _s range at $4.10 
(4.20, and second at $3.80@3.90, while 
strong clears are steady at $3.50.

The flour trade is better in some di- 
rections than it was last week. The big 
dealers, however, are still stubborn and 
refuse to believe in present prices of 
wheat. With a drop of, say, five cents 
in wheat, an enormous amount of busi- 
ness could be done. The buyers are not 
feeling of the market but are taking 
what they need. The unsettled condi- 
tion of the anthracite coal situation is 
keeping trade dull in that section, as it 
is impossible to say how the miners 
will take the decision of the arbitration 
committee. So far as the bituminous 
region is concerned, there is an excel- 
lent demand, but the margin is very 
close. Local trade is improving and is 
better than it has been in many years at 
this season. 

The feed market is very unsettled ow- 
ing to the close of navigation, and fluct- 
uativns In freight rates. Dealers here 
say prices would have been lower if the 
Minneapolis millers had not secured an 
extension of rates until Jan. 1. Other 
points will be on the new basis today. 

The demand is not satisfactory but at 
the same time all available offerings 
seem to be taken care of and there are 
no stocks in this section. There is some 
inquiry for deferred shipment. Prices 
are no higher than they have been at 
this season during the last three years, 
and compared with corn, feed prices 
look reasonable enough.

The mills in Detroit made a full week’s 
run, pees 12,600 bbls of flour, com- 
pared with 10,500 the week before. The 
sales were a little more than the produc- 
tion. This was partly because eastern- 
ers were in a hurry to get their stocks on 
hand before the advance in rates, which 
from this pointto the Atlantic ports 
amounts to about four cents a barrel. 
For the same reason shipping directions 
came promptly to hand and business 
moved along at a livelyrate. The sales 
were not made, however, without giving 
the buyers the fall benefit of the decline 
in wheat,and in some cases a little 
more. Some millers did not follow the 
decline to the extent others did, sales of 
best patents being reported well up to 
last week’s figures, but where round lots 
were concerned reduced prices had to be 
made. Sales were all to the east and for 
domestic use. The south took a little 
low grade flour at cheap —* but that 
section is still able to beat Michigan 
figures and the trade amounts to little. 

‘oreigners were not in the market and 
so little promise was there of trade at 
any time in the week that millers did 
not go to the trouble of cabling prices. 

Spring wheat flour did not decline 
with winter product and the market in 
that line was dull. Rye and buckwheat 
flours were quiet and unchanged in 
price. 

Millers and the general grain trade 
are suffering much inconvenience from 
the scarcity of cars. Railroad — 
ment is very hard to secure, harder in 
fact than at any previous time this year 
and business last week was brought al- 
most to a standstill on this account. 
Advanced rates are now in force and 
dealers expect there will be a dull busi- 
ness until present stocks in the east are 
considerably reduced.

Croix Falls, Wis., was in Minneapolis 
today, ascertaining sentiment in the lo- 
cal market as to patent hoops. He re- 
ports the roads frozen and a light cov- 
ering of snow in the woods near his 
mill. However, no cutting or skidding 
of timber has been done. Considering 
the high cost of timber and of labor, he 
feels that $9.50 recently reported as asked 
for hoops under yearly contracts, as too 
low and not calculated to allow a manu- 
facturer any margin. 

Local union No. 22, composed anew 
of coopers employed in the Hardwood, 
the Hennepin and the Minneapolis Coop- 
erage shops, recently voted to adopt the 
eight hour day from Jan. 1, with the pro- 
viso that it should apply up tua point 
when all Minneapolis coopers-were em- 
— The coopers of the North Star 
and the Coéperative shops constitute 
local union No. 150, and they have taken 
no action as to the shorterday. While 
favoring the eight hour day, they are not 
sure of its practicability, especially 
when applied to theirown shops. In 
these two shops there are many mem- 
bers who are advanced in years, 
and it is not possible for them, they 
urge, to earn in eight hours suf- 
ficient wages to sustain them and 
their families. In other words, they are 
placed at a disadvantage with younger 
men in the matter of capacity to work. 
Besides,as members of these coéperative 
shops, these men have considerable 
money invested in the business, and 
they can not see the fairness or justice 
of having their earning capacity limited 
for the benefit of outside coopers who 
have no financial interest in the one. 
However, the two shops named are will- 
ing to do what they reasonably can in 
observance of the eight-hour day, and 
when necessity for operation on a dif- 
ferent basis does not exist, they will 
probably adapt themselves to the short- 
er day. On occasions of a large demand 
for barrels, they will employ outside 
poy oye the same as in the past. Somé 
of the other shops we presume will view 
the matter in pretty much the same 
light. 

Despite the reduced flour output last 
week, the barrel sales were only 5.000 
smaller than in the preceeding week. 
The figures averaged higher than for 
the corresponding week in other years. 
One shop was called upon for more bar- 
rels than it could supply and not being 
able to get them elsewhere, two mills 
were shut down most of the week partly 
on this account. Another shop was 
taxed to its utmost capacity in furnish- 
ing what barrels its particular mills 
needed. The other three shops dida 
moderate business. The make of bar- 
Tels was the largest of the season and 
about offset the number sold. This 
week the mills are running lighter and 
the outlook is for a curtailment in bar- 
rel sales.

Local shops are off and on in the mar- 
ket for hoops, staves or heading, but 
they buy only in small lots to bridge 
over temporary needs. Receipts of

tain shops could take care of, a surplus 
has been thrown on the market at sacri- 
fice prices. In consequence, purchases 
of small lots of staves are heard of at 
$7.75 per M. For a like reason, patent 
hoops could be had at $10,75 per M, if 
not at a lower figure. However, the reg- 
ular market price of high quality soft 
elm staves is $8@8.25 per M, one or two 
manufacturers asking even $8.50. Pat- 
ent hoops for prompt shipment range at 
$10.75@11. Though coopers say that 
they can contract for hoops for sea- 
son at $9.50, dealers declare this--price 
too low and not in keeping with the in- 
creased cost of manufacture. However, 
hoops are unsettled, and handlers are in 
@ quandary as to what is a fair market 
price. Heading is comparatively strong 
at 4%4,@5c per set. Dealers state that a 
ood quality is by no means in plenti- 
ul supply, and that there is not much 
on the market at 4%c.

The saw and stave mill owned by the 
Rockland & Rockport Lime Co., Rock- 
land, Maine, was burned recently. Loss, 
$15,000; insured. 

J. J. Russell, representing a veneer 
stave company, was in Minneapolis last 
week, but has since gone to Rhineland- 
er, Wis., where the stave he is exploit- 
ing is made. He has lately been in 
the south to look into the availability of 
gum timber for this stave. Acarload of 
the Rhinelander staves were lately re- 
ceived in Minneapolis, but they were so 
inferior in quality and badly manu- 
factured as to be worthless for flour bar- 
rels. The man making them, so a shop 
manager said, appeared to think that 
any timber worthless for other purposes 
was all right for staves. 


About cooperage in Chicago the Amer- 
ican Lumberman says: Lard tierces, 
‘which late last week sold as high as 
$127% for wood bound, have now 
dropped to $1.17, and the demand has 
fallen off considerably. When prices 
went up, oe eye coopers began 
to strike for higher wages and this ne 
cessitated an advance in the price of 
tierces; but packers were not as anxious 
to buy at the higher prices and the re- 
sultis that the consuming end of the 
business fell off. There is some demand 
for tierce staves, but not much, sales 
ranging at $26@30, with an averaye of 
$27@28. Tierce heading is quiet at $17.50. 
There is little doing in pork barrels, 
which are quoted at $1@1.05. Tierce 
hoops are in light supply; few are ob- 
tainable in this market and stocks are 
reported light at the mills, where.a 
scarcity of labor has limited manufac- 
ture and lack of cars retarded ship- 
ments. In slack work there is nothing 
doing. For staves there is a somewhat 
better demand, but no particular desire 
is shown to either buy or sell.

Millfeed closes for the week consid- 
erably firmer and with an advance in 

rices of about 25c perton. The strength 
n the market has developed within the 
last three days. The east is showing a 
good deal of interest and is buying 
much more freely than a week ago. 
Cold and stormy weather has been ex- 
perienced in about all parts of the coun- 
try, and its effect upon the feed market 
has been manifest. The proposed ad- 
vance in freight rates of 50c per ton has 
also induced some parties to take hold 
temporarily with a view to getting some 
feed in transit before the advance takes 
effect. The mills are es less flour 
and the quantity of feed going on the 
market has been considerably reduced.

FLAXSEED AND ITS PRODUCTS 


The local sentiment as to flaxseed is 
quite bearish. 

Late cable reports indicate that Ar- 
gentina will have a good flax crop. 

Estimates of the flaxseed crop of the 
United States are from 28,000,000 to 30,- 
000,000 bus. 

Shipments of flaxseed from India, 
April 1 to Noy. 1, were 10,840,000 bus, 
against 12,176,000 in 1901, and 10,032,000 
in 1900. 

From Russia and the Danube the ex- 
ports of flaxseed from Aug. 1 to Nov. 15 
were 2,336,000 bus, against 1,376,000 bus 
in the previous year and 4,264,000 in 1900. 

J. W. Hirsh, director of the Ameri- 
ean Linseed Co., Chicago, was in Min- 
neapolis Friday. Mr. Hirsh, having su- 
pervision over the northwestern busi- 
ness of his company, is a frequent vis- 
itor on the Minneapolis exchange, and 
he has now applied for membership in 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Additional to its plan for building a 
linseed oil mill in Manitoba, the Mid- 
land Linseed Oil Co. of Minneapolis 
may rect a large mill in Buffalo or 
New York City. The matterof a desira- 
ble site has been given considerable at- 
tention and itis not improbable that the 
company will undertake the project. 

The linseed oil men feel the advance 
in freight rates from the west eastward, 
as much as any one, but they are pow- 
erless to do anything aboutit. At the 
outset, it was proposed to advance rates 
on flaxseed 2%c making the rate 10c per 
100 lbs, Minneapolis to Chicago and 
7%e Minneapolis to Duluth, but this 
was abandoned. 

In the week ended Dec, 6, shipments 
of oil cake from New York consisted of 
33,450 long tons, against 22,920 in the pre- 
ceding week and 24,980 in 1901. he 
chief cargoes were 4,725to Rotterdam; 
4,890 to Havre; 16,840 to Antwerp; 6,235 
to Baltic ports. Of the 124,600 bus of 
flaxseed clearing New York in the same 
week, 82,600 bus were for Rotterdam and 
42,000 for Antwerp. 
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Oil cake, especially for quick 4 5 
ment, is in more active demand, and is 
quotable at $21.50@22 per 2,000 lbs. For 
some reason, buyers. were anxious to 
buy last week, the advance of 50c per 
ton in freight rates eastward perhaps 
having pee = Pm do with the matter. 
Oil meal is quotable at $22.50(@22.75 per 
ton; raw oil at 42¢ per gallon and boiled 
at 43c in carload lots. 

Spencer Kellogg of Buffalo, N. Y., ad- 
vises the Northwestern Miller that he is 
preparing plans for a 48-press linseed 
oil mill to be erected at once. This in 
addition to his plant of 90 presses, will 
give him 138 presses, with a total crush- 
ing capacity of about 6 million bushels 
of flaxseed per year and 1,000 barrels of 
linseed oil daily. Plans for a five-story 
brick and fire-proof building are under 
way and the work of construction will 
be commenced as soon as the plans are 
completed. Mr. Kellogg is independent 
of the trust. 

Country banks in North Dakota, where 
the largest part of the flaxseed crop was 
raised, are reported to be rediscounting 
paper of farmers that they hold. This 
action is explained to be due to the 
farmers quite generally wanting to hold 
their. flaxseed for higher prices. In 
other years, there has been advance in 
the spring and they are eee forward 
to one next spring. While the move- 
ment of flaxseed has thus far been large, 
the effect of such a course on the part of 
farmers will be to distribute the move- 
ment of seed more evenly over the re- 
mainder of the season.

Final official figures make the Eng- 
lish wheat crop 56,700,000 bus, against 
52,450,000 in 1901.

Special Correspondence 

Toward the end of October the wheat 
market was somewhat weaker, but a re- 
action soon setin and prices advanced 
so that they are now about 12@l5c dear- 
er per quintal of 100 kilos (220% lbs) 
than a month ago, 

The situation here is now a very un- 
usual one. With the big crop of wheat 
we have, rey expected that the 
supply would be ample, but the very re- 
verse happened instead. The har- 
vest was two or three weeks late and 
during the first portion of the new _sea- 
son, in August and September, very 
great quantities of wheat were taken 
away from the sc reegh stations for Aus- 
trian account, while buyers pursued a 
policy of waiting, which has failed en- 
tirely. 

The mills worked at a great rate dur- 
ing August, September and October, 
and there is now very little wheat in the 
city, excepting about 60,000 tons which 
the mills are holding. 

The weather has suddenly become 
quite wintry, with a heavy frost, so that 
inland navigation ay be blocked any 
day, and it can easily happen that large 
quantities of wheat which are now afloat 
in the barges, and are eager! “ye 
here, will not reach the city before 
— 

During the last four weeks the mills 
have again been selling freely for for- 
ward delivery, and the customers who, 
in the summer months, would not 
buy atany price, have now gone to the 
opposite extreme and are purchasing 
more than appears reasonable. 

Until now the dispatch of flour has 
been good, but we are amy upon the 
worst months of the yearin this respect 
and it remains to be seen how the level 
of prices will be affected if stocks of 
flour begin to accumulate. So far every 
sack of flour the mills have turned out 
has been snatched up by impatient cus- 
tomers. Itis a matter of great impor- 
tance that the potato crop has been bad 
this year, especially as to quantity; also 
maize, while peas, beans and lentils, 
too, are too high in price. It may be 
hoped, therefore, that lower grades of 
flour will retain their present good 
sale, but with the peer ony there 
will again be difficulties. The disparit 
between prices abroad and here is such 
that the conclusion of new sales for ex- 
port of top grades is practically impos- 
sible, as it could only be done at a loss. 

Austria, which is our best customer 
for upper grades, has had a good wheat 
crop and it is more than doubtful, 
whether the demand from that country 
can remain as good as it has been, in 
view of the present high prices. 

What with the scarcity of wheat on 
spot and the not very bright prospects 
regarding the sale of flour for the next 
three months, the mills are already 
planning another general reduction of 
the output, which is to begin with the 
middle of next month, though nothing 
definite has been decided. 

Bran is weaker, caperey fine bran 
which is mostly consumed in our own 
country, and is neglected because the 
farmers in many districts are using as 
fodder maize that has been damaged by 
night frost and must be used up quick- 


ly.
